PROCLAMATION BY THE GOV- 
ERNOR. 

The Speaker handed to the Clerk, and 
had read, the following proclamation by 
the Governor: 

Governor's Office, 

, Austin, Texas, April 26, 1915. 

Whereas, the Thirty-fourth Legisla- 
ture of the State of lexas, in pursuance 
of a concurrent resolution theretofore 
adopted, adjourned the Regular Session 
of said Thirty-fourth legislature at 
noon on March 20, 1915, without making 
appropriations for the support of the 
State government, as provided by the 
Constitution shall be done. 

Now, therefore, the failure of the Leg- 
islature to pass such appropriation bill 
creates an extraordinary occasion, justi- 
fying the Governor to convene the Leg- 
islature in extra session, and in pur- 
suance of the powers vested in me under 
the Constitution of the State of Texas, 



accordance with the bill introduced by- 
Senator Gibson at the last session of 
your body, and generally known as the 
"Gibson Bill"; with the exception that 
the question of taxes, lawfully due and 
owing to the State by any company 
now or heretofore doing business in this 
State, be left to the decision of the 
courts without prejudice of the rights 
of the State or such companies. 

If our people want to buy insurance, 
they ought to have the privilege to buy 
the best. If they want to borrow money, 
they ought to have the privilege to get 
the cheapest. I am exceedingly anxious 
that every member give this legislation 
his careful consideration, and I trust 
such legislation upon this question will 
be passed as will invite, promote and 
protect the investment of foreign capital 
in Texas. 

3. To consider and act upon such 
other matters as may be presented by 
the Governor, pursuant to Section 40 
oi\Article 3 of the Constitution of Texas.

GOVERNOR AND SENATE NOTIFIED. 

The committees to notify the Gov- 
ernor and Senate that the House is or- 
ganized and ready for the transaction 
of business, appeared at the bar of the 
House, and, being duly announced, stated 
that they had performed the duties as- 
signed them. 

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

Mr. John Lester Wroe, Private Sec- 
retary to the Governor, appeared at the 
bar of the House and, being duly an- 
nounced, presented a message from the 
Governor, which was read to the House, 
as follows: 

Governor's Office. 
Austin, Texas, April 29, 1915. 

To the Called Session of the Thirty- 
fourth Legislature: ' 

For reasons set forth in an official 
proclamation, you have been respectfully 
reconvened in special session, and I trust 
that your rest from the arduous labor 
of the regular session has been such as 
to bring you back with renewed hopes 
and ambitions to continue your delib- 
erations. 

I again invite your earnest co-opera- 
tion, and indulge the hope that harmony 
and good will will, as usual, pervade 
your councils, thereby enabling us all 
to think right and do right. I tender 
you my best wishes, and I shall as usual 
endeavor to assist you in the great work 
before you. 

You have been especially reconvened^ 
to consider the que^^j^^^Jy ^pc9H^le 
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tion of th€ public money for the sup- 
port of the government. I am sure you 
will practice and be guided by that wise 
principle of economy that will receive 
the approval of the people. However, 
wise economy does not in any sense 
mean niggardly economy. While the 
total of the appropriation bill should 
be kept within reasonable bounds, yet 
the great question should be: not how 
much we have spent, but in reality we 
should concern ourselves as to how the 
money was spent. We need not fear 
criticism, should the total amount be 
large, if we are able to look the world 
in the face and defend every dollar that 
we have spent. 

The proclamation for the special ses- 
sion submits for your consideration the 
question of change and modification of 
our insurance laws in respect to the 
investment of the reserve, as well as the 
assessment, levy and collection of a 
tax on the premium receipts from the 
policyholders. Your knowledge of this 
Question calls to your mind at once that 
this is a question largely of not whether 
the Robertson Law shall be abolished, 
but whether it should be modified along 
the lines proposed in what is known as 
the Gibson bill. In my opinion recent 
developments have shown conclusively 
that we must cultivate every connection 
and source which might bringr more cap- 
ital into the State. It will be urged 
that the insurance companies will take 
out as much money as they will bring 
in. I do not think such will be the 
case, but, if it is, it will equalize the 
distribution of capital in a way that 
will make untold benefits to the great 
mass of the people. If the people in 
the cities and towns want to buy in- 
surance, then let them do so, but let 
the money be loaned to the people in 
the country at a reasonable rate to pay 
for homes and develop the uncultivated 
area of the State. 

You have heard much about the collec- 
tion of the back taxes, which the retir- 
ing companies owe the State of Texa<». 
The companies claim thev do not owe the 
taxes, and have sigTiified their willing- 
ness, if the other provisions of the Gibson 
bill are enacted, to come back and have 
that question determined bv the Texas 
courts. For seven loner vears the State 
has made no effort to collect these taxes, 
if they are due. No criticism is to be in- 
dulged for failure to attempt to collect 
the taxes. The case would probably have 
had to have been brought in the Federal 
courts. It now develops that the State 
for the first time has an opportunity 



to have determined by its own judiciary 
whether they have a claim for taxes or 
not. And let it now be remembered that 
the man who now stands in the way of 
the passage of this law is now the man 
who wants to remit these taxes, if they 
are due, and he should stand ready and 
willing to take his medicine, which thirty 
days ago he was wanting to ram down 
somebody else. 

I hope you will make such progress 
that I will be able to submit some other 
important questions for your delibera^ 
tion. 

Each and every member of your body 
is again cordially and respectfully and 
earnestly invited to feel free to come ta 
the Governor's office for any purpose — 
legal, political and personal.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

Mr. John Lester Wroe, Private Sec- 
retary to the Governor, appeared at the 
bar of the House and, being duly an- 
nounced, presented the following mes- 
sages from the Governor, which were 
read to the House, as follows: 

Governor's Office. 
Austin, Texas, April 30, 1915. 

To the Thirty-fourth Legislature in 
Called Session : 
You are perhaps advised that there is 
being held at San Francisco. California, 
the Panama -Pacific International Expo- 
sition. Most all States in the Union 
are having representation in some form 
or another. A former Legislature pro- 
vided for the appointment of a Commis- 
sion known as the Panama-Pacific In- 
ternational Exposition Commission. The 
regular session of your body appropj-i- 
ated $25,000 to be spent under the di- 
rection of the said Commission and the 
Commissioner of Agriculture. However, 
the bill did not receive the necessary 
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two -thirds so as to become effective at 
once, and make the funds available for 
immediate use. For this and other rea- 
sons I deemed it best to disapprove the 
bill, but at the time and now I still 
think the State should assist in this 
laudable purpose. 

I submit for your consideration the 
question of making some appropriation 
of a much smaller amount than for- 
merly made, and making the same avail- 
able for immediate use.

To the Thirty-fourth Legislature in 
Called Session: 

In deliberating upon the question of 
how best to expend the public money, 
I desire to submit for your special con- 
sideration the necessity of setting aside 
a liberal amount for the cause of popu- 
lar education, and the niaintenance of 
the rural schools. You are quite well 
aware no doubt that this policy is 
strongly recommended by the Demo- 
cratic party of Texas, especially set 
forth in the El Paso platform. 

While you are being called upon to 
appropriate something in the neighbor- 
hood of four million dollars for the sup- 
port of the Normal Schools, the Agricul- 
tural and Mechanical College and the 
State University, I am sure you will 
be equally as willing to be as liberal 
with those outlying school districts, 
where the people in their collective ca- 
pacity are not able to maintain their 
country community schools. 

I believe the people of Texas would 
be gratified to see your body appropri- 
ate a full million dollars, to be ex- 
pended in the next two fiscal years in 
the support of the country schools. In 
order that the money would be sure to 
reach the rural communities, care should 
be taken that State aid thus extended 
should not be made to schools in towns 
of more than one thousand inhabitants, 
and should be restricted to schools hav- 
ing not over two hundred scholastics. 
The State Board of Education could ad- 
minister and equitably distribute this 
fund in a way that most every country 
school in Texas would receive some of 
the appropriation. T think the amount 
should be restricted so that no one 
school should receive over one thousand 
dollars. 

T beg to advise that in accordance 
with these general ideas your special 



committee, composed of Hon. J. M. Wag- 
staff and Senator Cowell and the State 
Superintendent, Hon. W. F. Doughty, to 
which gentlemen I am much indebted, v 
have zealously co-operated with my de- 
partment in the preparation of a bill 
specifically containing the ideas here ex- 
pressed. I do not hesitate to say that 
I think the bill is an excellent one, and 
I trust that same will receive your favor- 
able consideration and official approval. 
While giving much attention to the 
higher education of the few, let us not 
neglect the proper education of the many.

TO REQUEST INFORMATION FROM 
PRESIDENT OF UNIVERSITY. 

Mr. Boner offered the following reso- 
lution : 

Whereas, It is reported that the pro- 
fessors and instructors and many em- 
ployes of the State University are only 
devoting from two to twelve hours per 
week to the work assigned them in the 
University; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That President Battle be re- 
quested to furnish to this House an item- 
ized list showing number of hours each 
professor and instructor is actually en- 
gaged in teaching each week, and num- 
ber of hours actual work for efmployes 
per week.

COMMUNICATION IROU COMP- 
TROLLER. 

Ihe Speaker laid before the House 
the fallowing communication from the 
Comptroller of the State: 

Austin, Texas, May 3, 1915. 

Hon. John W. Woods, Speaker of the 

House of Representatives. 

Sir: When I assumed charge of the 
office of Comptroller of Public Accounts 
on January 19, last, a aiscrepancy was 
noted between the books of the tax de- 
partment and the chief bookkeeper's de- 
partment in this office. I at once in- 
structed our chief tax clerk to make a 
thorough investigation of all the entries 
and records in this office with a view of 
reconciling the books in the two depart- 
ments. This has entailed quite a lot of 
work on the chief tax clerk, which re- 
quired several months time (as the work 
had to be done at odd times), and I 
herewith transmit to you, and through 
you to the House of Representatives of 
Texas, his report to me. 

You will note that in case» all fiv& of 
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the unorganized counties in Texas should 
organize that this department could not 
turn over to them, as the law directs, 
the sum of $5000 in each case^ for the 
books in the Treasury Department and 
the chief bookkeeper's department of this 
office only show to the credit of these 
five unorganized counties the sum of 
$18,728.60, notwithstanding the fact that 
this money has been paid for that pur- 
pose several years ago, though in some 
way it has found its way into the wrong 
fund. 

I am of the opinion that the matter 
should not be allowed to remain longer 
in its present shape, and would suggest 
the passage of a concurrent resolution 
by the Legislature, giving this Depart- 
ment authority to transfer the funds 
mentioned in the report herewith en- 
closed to the proper account.

Dear Sir: In looking over the rec- 
ords of the tax department I find that 
the records of the unorganized county 
tax fund show that the total amount 
due unorganized counties on January 19, 
1915, was $24,603.83. less $25L85 due 
from the counties tuat had overdrawn 
their accounts, leaving a net balance due 
unorganized counties at that date, $24,- 
351.98. 

There are twenty-nine counties show- 
ing small balances to their credit in 
amounts ranging from 20 cents to 
$353.13. 

There are five counties whose accounts 
show to be overdrawn in amounts from 
8 cents to $219.19. 

These thirty-four counties have all 
been organized; dates of organization 
being from 1879 to 1910. In addition 
to the thirty-four counties mentioned 
above, there were on January 19, 1915, 
five unorganized counties showing bal- 
ances to their credit as follows: 

Bailey county $ 6,829 11 

Cochran county 5,153 60 

Crane county 5,203 79 

Hockley county 6,000 40 

Loving county 689 92

The books in the chief bookkeeper's 
department show that on January 19, 
the total amount to the credit of the 
unorganized counties was only $18,- 



728.60, when they should have had to 
the credit of this fund $24,603.83, less 
the amount of $251.85 overdrawn by 
five counties, leaving a net balance that 
should have been shown to the credit 

of this account $24,351 98 

Amount shown by bookkeeper. 18,728 60 

Making a diflference of $ 6,623 38 

as shown on ledger of bookkeeper ' and 
the records in my department. 

This discrepancy shown on the records 
in my department and that of the book- 
keeper has been brought about in some 
instances by crediting funds to the 
wrong account. 

On the general ledger and on the 
State Treasurer's books they have five 
accounts that should be transferred to 
the unorganized county account. These 
accounts are as follows: 

Pro rata indebtedness of unor- 
ganized counties $2,185 63 

Redemption of lands in unor- 
ganized counties 2,679 30 

Cost of advertising in unorgan- 
ized counties 633 14 

Winkler county special tax... 15 70 

Upton county special tax 17 39 



Making a total of $5,531 16 

These five accounts account for all of 
the discrepancy between the records of 
my department and the ledger in the 
bookkeeping department, except $92.22. 

In order to arrive at the true status 
of the five accounts above mentioned, it 
will be necessary to discuss each of them 
separately. 

The pro rata indebtedness account is 
taxes collected by this department from 
non-residents of an unorganized county 
to pay its pro rata indebtedness of the 
county or counties from which the un- 
organized county is taken; this account 
as shown by the general ledger is 
$2185.63. I find that on September 5, 
1889, there was a warrant issued against 
this account for $1632.14, and on May 
14, 1890, another warrant for $447.80 
was issued against this account. These 
two warrants were charged to the unor- 
ganized county tax fund, when they 
should have been charged to the pro rata 
indebtedness account. 

The redemption of lands in unorgan- 
ized counties' account, as shown in the 
ledger, is $2679.30. This account was 
originally intended as a special fund to 
reimburse individuals who had bought 
land situated in unorganized counties 
that was sold for taxes by the depart- 
ment. To illustrate: A owns land in 
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an unorganized county and fails to pay 
the taxes on it; B buys the land in at 
tax sale; afterwards A desires to re- 
deem this land — this be can do by ten- 
dering to B or his agent double the 
amount of tax and cost, or by deposit- 
ing the same with the Comptroller. 
Article 7600, R, S,, 1911. The Comp- 
troller would then deposit this amount 
to a special account (which was desig- 
nated redemption of lands in unorgan- 
ized counties), to be paid to B on de- 
mand. 

In' Revised Statutes, 1911, Articles 
7694 to 7600, inclusive, pages 1648 and 
1649, you will find the law governing 
tax sales in unorganized counties. 

Article 7596 provides that if there be 
no purchaser of said lands, the Comp- 
troller shall bid same in to the State 
for the taxes and cost due thereon. 

These tax sales embrace a period of 
years from 1880 to 1896. A part of 
these sales were made to individuals, but 
most of them were made to the State. 

The money paid in on redemption of 
land sold to individuals up to and in- 
eluding January, 1890, was credited to 
the redemption of lands in unorganized 
counties account, as it should have been, 
and the money paid oin the redemption 
of land that had been sold to the State 
was credited to ihe unorganized county 
tax fund account, where it belonged. 

After this date I find that they com- 
menced mixing the redemptions on lands 
sold to individual^ with that sold to the 
8tate, and in many instances on the 
same receipt; and from March, 1896, 
practically all the money received from 
redemption of land sold to the State 
was credited to the redemption of land 
in unorganized counties account, when 
it should have been credited to the un- 
organized county account. 

The two accounts mentioned above, 
and the cost of advertising in unorgan- 
ized counties I am convinced belong to 
and should be transferred to the unor- 
ganized county tax fund, and for a fur- 
ther reason that there has not been a 
disbursement in either of these funds 
since 1900. 

In November, 1910, warrant No. 1743 
was issued against the Winkler county 
special -fund, but the warrant was 
charged to the unorganized county fund. 

There is an account on the ledger, 
Upton county special fund, of $17.39. In 
my department the ad valorem and spe- 
cial tax were kept in the same account. 
I find that in July, 1910, Upton county's 
account was balanced off and the county 
paid in full; I am therefore sure that 



this account should be transferred to 
the unorganized county fund. 

I have checked over the list of taxes 
collected in unorganized counties by my 
department from 1883 to the present 
time, and I believe the accounts as they 
stand on the books in my department 
are correct. 

In the above statement I have endeav- 
ored to give you my reasons for the 
conclusion to which I have arrived. I 
will now give you a brief summary' of 
the accounts as they stood on the books 
in my department and in the department 
of the bookkeeper on January 19, 1915. 

I will designate the accounts as shown 
on the books in my department where 
the counties have been organized be- 
tween 1879 and 1910 as dead accounts; 
the live accounts being those five coun- 
ties which are now unorganized.

The transfer of these accounts would 
be all of the discrepancy shown between 
the books in my department and the 
general ledger except $92.22; this I have 
been unable to account for. 

The department is in this position: 

If the five unorganized counties should 

organize, say, thi.«^ or next year, or at 

any future time, vou would liave mop^" 
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to pay only three of them, but if the 
five accounts (that have been derived 
from taxes collected by my department 
on lands in unorganized counties) men' 
tioned were transferred to the unorgan- 
ized county tax fund there would be 
sufficient funds to take care of the 
amounts due each of the five unorgan- 
ized counties and to pay most of the 
small balances due to formerly unorgan- 
ised counties. 

I am herewith submitting with this 
report a list of the counties showing a 
balance due to or from them.

SENATE BILL NO. 6 ON FIRST 
READING. 

Senate bill No. 6 was laid before t!ie 
House, read first time, and referred to 
the Committee on Appropriations. 

RELATING TO WRAPPING OF COT- 
TON BALES. 

Mr. Dove offered the following reso- 
lution: 

Whereas, Section 46 of the Perma- 
nent Warehouse Law gives the Board of 
Supervisors of Warehouses the authority 
to prescribe the character of the bag- 
ging in which cotton shall be wrapped; 
and 

Whereas, The cotton trade now levies 
a tare of five or six per cent on all 
cotton packed in square bales, to save 
to the trade any loss for the weight of 
the bagging and ties; and 

Whereas, This five or six per cent 
tare makes it difficult to get the grow- 
ers of cotton to wrap their cotton in 
cotton bagging because bagging manu- 
factured from cotton weighs only about 
one-half as much as the jute bagging; 
and 

Whereas, Under the present regula- 
tions of the cotton trade with reference 
to this five or six per cent tare, the 
difference in weight between the cotton 
bagging and the jute bagging is a clear 
loss to the grower even if the cost of 
the cotton bagging and the jute bagging 
are equal ; and 

Whereas, This five or six per cent 
tare has kept the growers from adopt- 
ing cotton bagging as a wrapping for 
their cotton because it causes a loss 
to them of nearly one dollar per bale, 
and their failure to use cotton bagging 
decreases the consumption of cotton and 
tliereby depresses the price; thereforo, 
be it 

Resolved, That we ask our Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture and Warehouse 
Manager to seek the co-operation of the 
Commissioners of Agriculture of the 
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other eotton-growing States and the 
United States Commissioner of Aj?ri- 
culture in an effort to secure from tiie 
cotton trade in the United States and In 
foreign countries a modification of the 
present rule which they have adopted 
of deducting a five or six per cent tare 
from each bale of cotton for bagginj; 
and ties, and adopting instead a rule 
of deducting only the actual tare on 
each bale, and that they enter into an 
agreement of what shall constitute 
actual tare for the different kinds of 
baling, '.including bagging manufact- 
ured from cotton. 

The resolution was read second time. 

Question— Shall the resolution be 
adopted ? 

On motion of Mr. Tillotson, further 
consideration of the resolution was post- 
poned until the resolution and the fol- 
lowing communication submitted by Mr. 
Dove have been printed in the Journal:

America : 

Dear Sir: I duly received your letter 
of January 28th, and understand that 
the State of Texas intends to reform 
the handling of cotton. I fear one great 
danger in this circumstance, that the 
sellers will make the bagging of cotton 
bales as light as possible and will use 
to this purpose still worse material than 
now. 

If you can make sure that cotton 
bales will have a secure and fast bag- 
ging, I am certain that all European 
spinners will prefer *to buy cotton on the 
actual tare basis. 

I have communicated your letter to 
the assembly of the Austrian Spinners' 
Association and have found that all my 
friends confirmed my opinion. At this 
occasion I want to draw your attention 
to a very interesting point in the cotton 
business for the time after the war. 
Most of the spinners of the continent 
who bought cotton to be shipped from 
America bought either from Liverpool 
merchants or at least payable with En- 
glish draft:^ in London. 

It was. of course, impossible to buy 
cotton this way, since 1st August, 
1914, and I myself made the experience, 
that it is possible to buy cotton in 
America of American cotton houses 
without the intervention of England. Tt 
is true, that it was necessary to send 
money over to Xew York first, before the 



American cotton houses shipped the cot- 
ton, but I think it should be possible 
to regulate direct business between Aus- 
tria and America, without English 
profits on American cotton.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR.

I beg respectfully to advise and sub- 
mit for your consideration the follow- 
ing: 

At the Regular Session an act was 
duly passed by your body providing for 
the location of three normal schools. By 
the terms of said act it was provided 
that the Governor, Lieutenant Governor 
and Attorney General, and two members 
to be appointed by the Supreme Court 
were to constitute a board to locate 
these schools. 1 quote below the orig- 
inal letter which 1 hold in my pos- 
session from the members of the court, 
as follows: 

''April 15, 1915. 

"(Jovernor Jas. E. Ferguson. Capitol. 
*'Dear Governor Ferguson: We are 
advised by the recent act of the Jjegisla- 
ture that under its provisions the Su- 
preme Court is coinmissioned to select 
two members of the board charged with 
determining tlie locations for the three 



normal schools authorized by the act. 

"While imbued with a sense of deep 
appreciation of the honor of the ap- 
pointment and full deference for an act 
of the Legislature, we are convinced that 
this is a duty wholjy unrelated to any 
proper function of the court and our 
which it is beyond its province to as- 
sume. It would be unwise, in our opin- 
ion, for the court to undertake it, or 
any other dut}' not strictly within its 
constitutional powers. 

"We feel obliged, therefore, with great 
respect, to decline the appointment.

having over two hundred scholastics 
shall receive such aid; and providing 
that schools receiving such aid to have 
had certain percentage of attendance with 
exceptions; and providing said schools 
shall levy a local school tax of not 
jess than fiftv cents on the one hundred 
dollars valuation; and providing course 
of study for such country schools, and 
giving the State Board of Education 
power to establish rules and regulations 
for the organization of such country 
schools and otherwise carrying out the 
intentions of this act. and defining the 
powers of the State Board of Education; 
and providing for assistants to the State 
Superintendent, to be known as rural 
school supervisors; and providing for re- 
ports to be made to the State Board of 
Education; and providing for the man- 
ner of payment and disbursement of all 



money granted under the provisions of 
this act; and providing said schools can 
accept the benefits of this act without 
waiving the benefits and privileges of 
other laws; and providing certain funds 
for the payment of rural school super- 
visors and their traveling expenses, and 
declaring an emergency."

Amend engrossed House bill No. S, 
by striking out all after the enacting 
clause and inserting the foUowin*;: 

Section 1. The Appropriation. — For 
the purpose of promoting the country 
school interests of the State, and of aid- 
ing the people in providing adequate 
school facilities for the education of their 
children, five hundred thousand ($500,- 
000.00) dollars, or such part thereof as 
may be necessary, is hereby appropriated 
out of any money in the State Treasury 
not otherwise appropriated for the school 
year ending August 31, 1916, and five 
hundred thousand ($500,000.00) dollars, 
or such part thereof as may be neces- 
sary, for the year ending August 31, 
1917, to be used in accordance with the 
provisions of this act in establishing and 
maintaining country' schools. 

Sec. 2. Distribution and Aid. — The 
State Board of Education is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to supplement the 
State's apportionment to any school 
coming within the provisions of this 
act, with an amount of not more than 
$600 in any one year, the amount to be 
determined by the board upon the merits 
and needs of the school. 

All applications for State aid under 
this act shall be made through the 
county superintendent of public instruc- 
tion of the county in which the ^cliool 
making such application is located upon 
the forms prescribed by the State Board 
of Education, which forms shall be fur- 
nished by the State Superintendent of 
Education to the various county super- 
intendents of this State. To each such 
application the county superintendent 
shall attach his certificate certifying 
that the statements contained therein 
are true and correct, and that the school 
making said applicgtipn^ ^is^^^,^^ 
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equipped and has such school house and 
is employing such teachers as required 
by this act. He shaJl also certify to 
the number of pupils within the scho- 
lastic age within said school district, as 
shown by the last approved scholastic 
census of sucli school district and to 
the attendance as shown by the teachers' 
final report for said school for the scho- 
lastic year preceding the date of this 
application. 

Sec. 3. Standards and Requirements. 
— Any school meeting the following 
standards shall be entitled to receive 
State aid: 

(1) Ixjcation. — 'Each such school re- 
ceiving State aid shall be well located 
on a plot of ground not less than one 
acre in extent, properly drained and 
suitably laid out; and said school shall 
be supplied with pure drinking water. 

(2) School House.— There shall be 
provided a suitable school house erected 
in accordance with the provisions of the 
school house building laws of Texas, or 
meeting substantially the requirements 
thereof. 

(3) Equipment. — Each such school 
shall be provided with necessary desks, 
seats and blackboards; and with such 
library, maps and globes as are recom- 
mended in the State course of study, 
provided said school is able to purchase 
such library, maps and globes. 

(4) Teachers. — The teacher employed 
in such country schools shall be profi- 
cient and shall have successful experi- 
ence to tlieir credit, and shall render 
efficient service of a high grade. 

(5) Attendance. — In order to receive 
State aid, a country school, as herein 
defined, shall be a school not located 
in a town or city of more than 1000 
inhabitants, as shown by the last Federal 
census, and shall have had an attendance 
for the preceding scholastic year of not 
less than 66g per cent of the entire 
scholastic population of its district for 
the full time that its school was in ses- 
sion and an average attendance of 75 
per cent shall be required to entitle such 
school to receive aid for the second year, 
unless it can be shown to the satisfaction 
of the county superintendent that the 
non-attendance is due to one or more of 
the following causes: (1) extreme pov- 
erty of the family; (2) attendance else- 
where; (3) completion of the course; 
(4) physical or mental incapacity: (5) 
lack of transportation facilities beyond 
the 2i mile limit; and providing that 
the county superintendent shall certify 
to the State Superintendent the cause 
or causes preventing school attendance, 



in addition to his certificate as to the 
other qualifications of said school to re- 
ceive such aid. 

Sec. 6. Subjects. — Each country school 
shall teach the common school subjects 
as prescribed by law, including elemen- 
tary agriculture as named in the law 
and outlined in the State course of study, 
and the elementary principles of house- 
hold duties, including sewing and cook- 
ing. 

Sec. 7. ' General Power of State Board 
of Education.— The State Board of Ed- 
ucation shall be authorized and it shall 
be their duty to make such rules and 
regulations not inconsistent with the 
terms of this act as, in its opinion, may 
be necessary to carry out the provisions 
and intentions of this act. 

Sec. 8. Duties of Superintendent of 
Public Instruction. — It shall be the duty 
of the State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction to furnish to the county su- 
perintendents of the various counties of 
this State such blank applications and 
blank certificates as are necessary to 
assist the school communities which 
may desire the privileges of this act in 
their efforts to meet the necessary re- 
quirements in order that they may par- 
ticipate in the distribution of the funds 
herein appropriated. 

Before approving any application, he 
shall require the county superintendent 
to certify that the grounds, buildings, 
water, equipment and attendance of such 
school applying for State aid is such as 
complies with the requirements of this 
act, and to such other and further facts 
as may be required bv the rules and tq^i- 
iilations of the State Board of Educa- 
tion. 

Sec. 9. Second Aid.— Before State 
aid shall be granted a second time to 
the same school, it shall be' necessary 
that all reports as required of the school 
ofiUcials of said school district shall have 
been received and approved; and the 
county superintendent of the county in 
which such school is located shall have 
visited said school and shall have made 
a complete report of the State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction of the 
work done and improvements made by 
such school, and shall certify to the at- 
tendance of such school during the en- 
tire time that it was in session during 
the preceding scholastic year, which at- 
tendance shall have averaged 7.5 per cent 
of its total scholastic population and 
•^hall have also certified that the school 
officials of such district have made dili- 
gent efforts to meet the requirements 
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and that^ in his opinion, further aid 
would prove a good and desirable in- 
vestment for the State in promoting the 
educational interests of the people in 
such district. 

Sec. 10. Warrants and Reports. — War- 
rants for all. money jj^anted under the 
provisions of this act shall be transmit- 
ted by the State Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction to the treasurer or de- 
positories of the school district to which 
such aid is granted in the .same manner 
as warrants for State apportionments 
are now transmitted, and it shall be the 
dutv of all treasurers or depositories to 
make, annually, an itemized report, un- 
der oath, to the State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction of the expenditures 
of all money granted under the provi- 
sions of this act, and said treasurer or 
depositories shall file with the county 
superintendent a copy of such reports. 

Sec. 11.. Apportionment Privileges. — 
Country schools receiving the aid herein 
provided for shall be entitled to share 
in the distribution of State and county 
available school funds, and in any other 
school fund in the same manner a^ other 
school districts; and in case high school 
grades are maintained, the county 
school receiving such aid shall still be 
entitled to participate in the distribution 
of any State aid that may be extended 
by the Legislature of Texas for voca- 
tional or industrial purposes to high 
schools of the State. 

Sec. 12. Duties of County Superin- 
tendent.— It shall be the duty of the 
county superintendent of the county in 
which any school making application for 
State aid under the provisions of this 
act is situated to visit such school and 
make such investigation as is necessary 
to determine whether or not such school 
has complied with the terms of this act 
and to certify his findings to the State 
^ Superintendent, and to certify to such 
other and further facts as are required 
by this act, or as may be required by 
the rules and regulations of the State 
Board of Education, and to at once for- 
ward his certificate to the State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction. 

Sec. 13. Emergency. — The fact that 
there is a great demand upon the part 
of the people for a law authorizing the 
granting of State aid to country schools, 
and that it is necessary that such State 
aid be immediately granted to such 
schools in order to enable them to have 
a full six months term of school as re- 
quired by the Constitution of the State 
of Texas, creates an emergency and an 
imperative public necessity that the con- 



stitutional rule requiring bills to be 
read on three several days be suspended, 
and that this act take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage, and it 
is so enacted. 

Sec. 14. Conflicting Laws and Opin- 
ions. — All laws or parts of laws in con- 
flict with this act are hereby repealed, 
and in case it is held that any section 
or provision of this act is unconstitu- 
tional, such decision shall not impair 
other parts and provisions of this act.

subdivision or district is organized ac- 
cording to the laws of the State and 
authorized to issue bonds, promissory 
notes or other obligations, tlie payment 
of which is secured by a mortgage, deed 
of trust or other valid lien upon unin- 
cumbered real estate situated in this 
State, the title to which is valid, and 
the market value of which is at least 
one-third greater than the amount of 
money loaned thereon exclusive of build- 
ings, unless such buildings are insured 
and kept insured in some company au- 
thorized to transact business in this 
State, and tlie policy or policies trans- 
ferred to the company taking or hold- 
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ing such mortgage, deed of trust or 
lien; the first mortgage bonds or se- 
curities of corporations, other than 
steam railroad companies, which corpora- 
tions are incorporated under and by vir- 
tue of tlie law> of this State and are 
transacting business exclusively within 
this *State, which bonds or securities 
have been issued since the first day of 
January. 1913, and which corporations 
issuing such bonds or securities have not 
in one year next preceding the date of 
the investment by such company ia such 
bonds or securities, defaulted in pay- 
ment of any such bonds or securities, 
and the market value of such bonds or 
securities shall be equal to the amount 
invested therein; and loans made to 
policyholders on the sole security of the 
reserve value of their policies. And the 
investments authorized by this act, or 
any part thereof, may be made by the 
purchase of more than one building site, 
and the erection thereon of not more 
than one office building, or in the pur- 
chase at its reasonable market value of 
such oMce building already constructed 
and the ground upon which the same is 
located in any city of the State hav- 
ing a population of more than 4000 in- 
habitants. And all real estate owned 
by life insurance companies in this 
State on December 31, 1909, and all 
thereafter acquired under the provisions 
of this chapter, or by foreclosure of a 
lien thereon shall be treated, to the ex- 
tent of its reasonable market value, as 
a part of the investments authorized by 
this act. And 'Texas securities,' as 
used in the following sections of this 
act, shall be held to include every char- 
acter of investment authorized by the 
tcnns of this article."

COMMUNICATION FROM PRISON 
COMMISSION. 

Mr. ElLis submitted the following 

communication, which was ordered 

printed in the Journal, on motion of 
Mr. Maddox: 

Huntsville, Texas, May 11, 1916. 

Hon. Wallace Ellis, Chairman House 
Committee to Investigate Peniten- 
tiarj', Regular Session Thirty-fourth 
Legislature, Austin, Texas. 
Dear Sir: You will please pardon 
me for calling your attention to sev- 
eral matters connected with the prison 
syst«m*s business. Unless something is 
done during this session of the Legis- 
lature the prison affairs are going to 
be seriously handicapped. At our re- 
quest, and with the Governor's approval, 
the State Reclamation Engineer has 
made a thorough survey of the Clemens 
Farm, with a view of protecting the 
crops grown on the farm from the de- 
struction of Brazos River overflows. 
The. result of this survey is, that it is 
both practical and easy to put in a 
system of levees and canals that will 
reclaim about 3000 acres of this farm, 
and with an additional purchase of land 
east of the farm along the State's Rail- 
road, a great deal of which is red peach 
land suitable for sugar cane. 

You will call to mind that the State 
owns on this farm a very expensive 
sugar mill, fifteen miles of railroad 
for moving cane crops to mill; the 
mill, including the railroad, cost 
more than $400,000. There is only 
enough cane land on Clemens Farm 
to supply tonnage for the mill pro- 
vided the land was fresh, but the 
continual cultivation of this red land 
on the farm has run it down until it 
will not produce cane profitably until it 
is rested with corn and pea crops. 

Tlie land I speak of east of the mill 
along the State's Railroad is good cane 
land and can be easily acquired at from 
$S to .$50 per acre, and paid for with 
40 per cent of the crop raised on it. 
And if action is had now the protective 
system Mr. Stiles is working out can 
be extended so as to include th<^se ad- 
ditional lands and make the total cost 



of reclaiming this land not to exceed 
$5 per acre. The black waxy land that 
overflows so badly is fine land for com 
and cotton, though I doubt if cotton can 
be raised here profitably when the rain- 
fall is sufficient for cane. A reasonable 
amount of cotton Is advisable to hedge 
against the effects of dry weather on 
the cane crop. If we don't get more 
cane land in the neighborhood of Clem- 
ens Farm the mill will not be able to 
run a half season without shipping cane 
from the Ramsey Farm, which cane is 
needed to keep the Harlem mill going. 

If we don't levee and canal the Clem- 
ens Farm we may reasonably expect the 
destruction of 3000 acres of crops on 
this farm every year. The destruction 
of the crops this year, last year, and 
the year before has coat more than 
double the amount the protection would 
cost. We have no means with which 
to do this work, and unless the Legis- 
lature sees proner to make the neces- 
sary appropriation for the levee work 
and for additional prison buildings and 
mules and implements, we will be com- 
pelled to follow the ruts' of former 
years and, in the end, wind up like 
every private effort at farming on the 
Brazos River below Rosenberg — ^bankrupt 
and worn out. 

Every rental contract on the Brazos 
River ought to be canceled. The State 
has land enough of its own in the Ram- 
sey, Harlem, and Imperial Farms which 
cannot be protected, to risk the chances 
of making a crop on, and I submit you 
here and now that nothing short of 
legislative direction will ever get me 
to consent to planting another seed on 
rented Brazos bottom lands adiacent to 
the last three farms named above, where 
these overflows regularly wipe out the 
fruits of toil of thousands of men. I 
have been able the larger part of my 
life to make a living on East Texas 
piney woods land, and am reasonably 
certain that in a series of ten years the 
hill lands of East Texas will produce 
double the amount of com, cotton and 
truck than these lands will that we are 
discussing. 

The Clemens Farm is the only land 
that the State owns on the Brazos River 
that can be reclaimed. To do this and 
to provide the necessary mules, tools, 
buildings, silos, we will have to have 
help, it is up to the Legislature to 
say what they want done. 

Another and equally serious proposi- 
tion is, what is to become of the Rusk 
prison. Here we have hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars worth of idle machin- 
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ery, bo far as the purposes for which 
it was originally intended to be used; 
a first class box factory; a thousand 
acres of good East Texas farming land 
suitable for strawberries, tomatoes, 
garden truck, corn and cotton; 600 to 
700 acres of Bermuda grass pasture; 
never failing spring branch water does 
not cost a cent; ten good residences. 
Thousands of tons of scrap iron. 

In formulating a definite policy for 
Rusk prison, it is necessary to deter- 
mine whether or not the iron making 
will be abandoned. If so the plant 
ought to be dismantled and sold before 
the rust and rot make it worthless. 
One of the smokestacks has rusted so 
that the upper part has broken off and 
fallen. It U only a question of a few 
more years until no value could be real- 
ized from the sale of the iron making 
plant. 

I believe that were the Legislature to 
authorize at once the sale of the iron 
furnace and pipe foundry with all the 
appurtenances belonging thereto^ $100,- 
000, possibly $200,000, could be realized 
from the sale. 

Another question presents itself in 
the operation of the box factory, a 
chair factory, wagon factory, foundry, 
overall factory, and such other indus- 
tries as th«» Commission might see 
fit to install, and that is this: 
The attitude the Legislature and Gov- 
ernor will assume toward these indus- 
tries when the question of competition 
with free labor is raised. This propo- 
sition has an important political sig- 
nificance, and nothing short of an ex- 
pression from the Legislature and Grov- 
emor can settle the matter. I under- 
take to say that were the Legislature 
to furnish a reasonable amount of 
working capital and authorize the es- 
tablishment of such industries as named 
above, with possibly an ice factory 
(none in Rusk), and a canning plant, 
a cotton mill for ducking, sheeting and 
cotton bagging, a small hosiery mill, 
and authorize the operation of such in- 
dustries as other States do that have 
self-supporting prisons, 500 to 700 con- 
victs could be kept at Rusk without 
the cost of another dollar to the State. 

To sum up: Protect the Clemens 
Farm with levees. Buy more cane land. 
Build two more prison buildings on 
land bought around Clemens Farm. Get 
additional mules, tools and implements 
and equipment to replace the teams 
and tools now owned by landlords of 
the .State. Quit renting land in the 
Brazos bottoms. Rent or buy upland 



for 1000 men to work. Authorize the 
sale of the furnace and pipe foundry at 
Rusk, and the establishment and oper- 
ation of such industries as are best 
suited for prison labor at Rusk. Pay 
the debts of the prison system and fur- 
nish $150,000 working capital, and I 
feel sure, barring another overfiow of 
the Brazos River this year, that your 
prison system could be put on a self- 
sustaining basis; otherwise, the Legis- 
lature may expect from time to time 
to appropriate large sums of money to 
maintain the prison system of Texas. 

A bill embodying a few corrective 
amendments to the penitentiary law 
ought to be passed at this session that 
could easily save the State $100,000 per 
year and do no violence to the spirit 
and purpose of the present law. 

I am discussing these matters for 
your private iniformation, but should 
you see proper to give this letter to the 
press I shall urge no objection.

Every such company not or- 
ganized under the laws of this State 
shall pay for each license year for 
which it receives a license to transact 
in Texas the business of life insurance, 
an occupation tax equal to 5 per cent 
of the gross premiums so received by 
it during the corresponding calendar 
year; provided, that when its aforesaid 
report of Texas reserve and Texas se- 
curities shall show that at the end of 
such calendar year such company had 
invested in Texas securities as much as 
10 per cent of its total Texas reserve, 
the rate of occupation tax payable by 
it shall be reduced to 4 per cent; and 
when such report shall show that such 
company had so invested on said date 
as much as 25 per oent of its total 
Texas reserve, the rate of such occu- 
pation tax shall be reduced to 3 per 
cent; and when such report shall show 
that such company had so invested on 
said date as much as 60 per cent of 
its total Texas reserve, the rate of such 
occupation tax shall be reduced to 2i 
per cent; and when such report shall 
show that such company had so invest- 
ed on said date as much as 75 per eent 
of its total Texas reserve, the rate of 
said occupation tax shall be reduced 
to 2:J per cent; and when such report 
shall show that such company had so 
invested on said date as much as 100 
per cent of its total Texas reserve, the 
rate of such occupation tax shall be 
reduced to 2 per cent. Provided fur- 
ther, that if in addition to the above 
reports any life insurance company 
within the terms of this act shall report 
to the Commissioner of Insurance and 
Banking at the end of any calendar year 
that such company has invested in 
Texas at a rate of not exceeding 6* per 
cent per annum net to tin* original bor- 
rower, which shall include all expenses 
except the reasonable cost of examina- 
tion of property and abstract of title 
actually paid, and th<» recordim; of the 
loan papers, on farm mortgages as here- 
inafter defined, as much as 50 per cent 
of their Texas rej^erve, tlie occupation t 
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tax shall be If per cent; and when such 
report shall show an investment of aa 
much as 75 per cent of its Texas re- 
serves on farm mort^a^es, the occupa- 
tion tax shall be reduced to 1^ per cent; 
and when such report shall show that 
it has invested in farm mort^^a^s as 
much as 100 per cent the occupation 
tax shall be 1 per cent. 

"Farm mortj?ages as herein defined 
shall be construed to mean any loan 
on real estate outside of the corporate 
limits of cities and towns." 

Siarned — Wagstaff, Baker of Scurry, 
Crudgington, Templeton, Savage of 
Shelby. 

Question — Shall the amendment be 
adopted ? 

Mr. Tillotson offered the following 
substitute for the amendment: 

"Each life insurance company not or- 
ganized under the iaw^s of this State, 
transacting business in this State, shall, 
annually, on or before the first day of 
Miarch, make a report to the Commis- 
sioner of Insurance and Banking of this 
State, which report shall be sworn to 
by the president or the vice-president 
and the secretary or the treasurer of 
such company, which report shall show 
the gross amount of premium collections 
during the year ending December 31, 
preceding, from citizens of this State 
upon policies of life insurance; and each 
such company shall pay annually an 
occupation tax equal to 6 per cent of 
such gross premium receipts; provided, 
that when the report of the investment 
in Texas securities, as defined by law, 
of any such companies as of December 
31st of any year, shall show that it 
has invested on that date as much as 
25 per cent of its total Texas reserve 
as defined by law in promissory notes, 
or other obligations secured by mort- 
gage, deed of trust or other lien on 
Texas real estate, the rate of occupa- 
tion tax shall be reduced to 4 per cent, 
and, when such report shall show that 
the company has so invested on such 
date as much as 50 per cent of its total 
Texas reserve, the rate of the occupa- 
tion tax shall be reduced to 3 per cent; 
and, when such report shall show that 
the company has so invested on said 
date as much as 75 per cent of its 
total Texas reserve, the rate of occu- 
pation tax shall be reduced to 2 per 
cent: such occupation taxes shall be for 
and on account of the business trans- 
acted within this State during the cal- 
endar year in which such premiums were 
collected, or for that portion thereof 



during which the company shall have 
transacted business in this* State."

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

Mr. John Lester Wroe, private sec- 
retary to the Governor, appeared at the 
bar of the House, and, being duly an- 
nounced, presented a message from the 
Governor, which was read to the House, 
as follows: 

Governor's Office, 
Austin, Texas, May 19, 1915. 

To the Thirty -fourth Legislature in 

Called Session: 

I desire to submit to your Honorable 
Body the following: 

I have in my possession an original 
letter, signed by Frank Webb, treasurer 
of the American National Insurance 
Company, of Galveston, Texas, which 
reads as follows: 

American National Insurance Company, 

Galveston, Texas, April 14, 1915.' 
Mr. E. P. Ruhmann, Kenedy, Texas. 

Dear Sir: That part of your letter 
of the 8th in regard to loans upon real 
estate has been referred to this depart- 
ment for reply. 

We are in the market for first-class 
loans upon real estate at about 40 per 
cent of the value of the property aa 
placed by our inspector, at five year* 
or longer at 10 per cent, and requiring 
the borrower to pay the expense of hav- 
ing the property inspected. 

We will be glad to hear from you. if 
you liave anything to oflTer on the above 
basis. I am,

FRANK WEBB, 

Treasurer. 

This is the same company who filed 
report with the Commissioner of In- 
surance and Banking that thcv had six 
loans aggregating $28,145.12 in the 
State of North Carolina, upon which 
they are charging an int'^rest rate of 
only 6 per cent. 

The Great Southern Life ln«5Uiance 
Company in their report to the Com- 
missioner state that they loaned dur- 
ing the year 1914 fifty-seven loans, ag- 
gregating $61,200, at* 8 per cent, in 
Texas. 

They further report that they have 
three farm loans, aggregating $66,000, in 
the State of Oklahoma, made during the 
year 1914, for which they are charging 
a rate of only 6} per cent 

The Aetna Life Insurance Company 
of Hartford, Connecticut, in their re- 
port to the Coniniissioner, state that 
they made sixty loans, aggregating 
$662,110, in Texas at 8 per cent. They 
also state in their report that they 



made three hundred and fifty loans in 
the State of Oklahoma for the year 1914 
aggregating $688,850 at 6 per cent. 

The Union Central Life Insurance 
Company of Cincinnati, Ohio, in their 
report to the Commissioner of Insur- 
rnce and Banking, state that they made 
in Texas during the year 1914 three 
hundred and twenty-six loans, aggregat- 
ing $780,156.25, at 8 per cent They 
also state in their report that they made 
three hundred and forty-three real estate 
loans in the State of Oklahoma during 
the year 1914, aggregating $475,789.92, 
at 6 per cent. 

The Aetna Life Insurance Company 
has loaned in round numbers about 
eighteen million dollars in the State of 
Iowa at 5i and 6 per cent. They have 
loaned in Texas approximately two and 
one-half million dollars at 7^ and 8 
per cent. 

Thus it is clearly shown that insur- 
ance companies are discriminating 
against the citizenship of Texas in the 
rates of interest which they fix upon 
loans. 

I take the position unhesitatingly 
that any life insurance company being 
protected and chartered under the laws 
of Texas ought not in all good con- 
science be permitted to do busine^i^ in 
Texas as long as they charofe 10 per 
cent interest upon their real estate 
loans. The insurance companies derive 
their business as a result of the aid 
which the State gives their business. 
Therefore, they have no right to levy 
unrighteous charges upon the people of 
Texas. 

Bearing in mind the above facts, I 
have decided to submit for your respect- 
ful consideration the passage of neces- 
sary and proper legislation regulating 
the rate of interest to be charged by 
life insurance companies doing business 
in Texas, so as to prevent extortionate 
charges in the way of interest, and I 
think the law should be fixed so that 
no life insurance company doing busi- 
ne.sss in Texas should charge a rate of 
interest to exceed 7 per cent per an- 
num, payable annually, and I trust that 
you will pass necessary legislation bear- 
ing on this question.

HOUSE BILLS ON FIRST READING.

late to the regulation of the buteher 
business, and to the detection of per- 
sons illegally handling and butchering 
animals, and prescribing bond, rules and 
regulations and penalties in connection 
therewith: said articles amended hereby 
naming a larere number of counties as 
being exempt from the provisions of said 
chapters, and it is the purpose of this 
act to reduce the number of counties so 
exempt, and declaring an emergency." 

Referred to the Committee on Re- 
forms in Criminal Procedure. 

By Mr. Dixon of Harris and Mr. Hol- 
land: 

H. B. No. 33, A hill to be entitled 
"An Act to reorganize the Twenty-third 
Judicial District of Texas and to cre- 



ate the Eightieth Judicial District of 
Texas, and to fix the time of holding 
the courts in said districts; and to fix 
the jurisdiction of the court for the 
Eightieth Judicial District of the State 
of Texas, and to provide for the ap- 
pointment of a district judge for 
said Eightieth Judicial District; that 
the county attorney of Waller county 
shall perform the duties prescribed by 
law, both for district and county at- 
torneys, in all suits instituted in the 
Eightieth Judicial District in Waller 
county, and providing that the clerks 
of the district courts of the several 
counties composing the Twenty-third 
Judicial District of Texas, as reorgan- 
ized by this act, shall continue as the 
district clerks of said district in the 
several counties, and that the present 
incumbent of the office of district clerk, 
and his successor in office of Waller 
county, l)e continued as the district 
clerk of the Eisrhtieth Judicial District 
of Texas in said county, and that the 
present incumbent of the office of dis- 
trict clerk of Harris county, and his suc- 
cessor in office, perform the duties, have 
the authority and be the clerk of the 
district court of the Eightieth Judicial 
District of Texas for Harris county; 
and providing for the transfer of civil 
cases from one district court to another 
in Harris county; and providing that 
the present incumbents of the respective 
offices of district judge and district at- 
torney of the Twenty-third Judicial Dis- 
trict and their successors shall be con- 
tinued as district judge and district at- 
torney for said district, and providing 
that all process issued or served before 
this act takes effect, including recog- 
nizances and bonds returnable to any 
of the counties of the Twenty-third Ju- 
dicial District, shall be considered as 
returnable to said courts in each of said 
counties in accordance with the terms 
of this act, and providing that the 
errand juries drawn and selected under 
existing laws in any of the counties of 
s'lid judicial district and in Waller 
county shall be considered legally drawn 
and selected for the term of the dis- 
trict court of their respective counties 
held after this act takes effect, and nro- 
viding that this act shall take effect 
and be in force from and after the first 
day of September, 1015, and to repeal 
all laws and parts of laws in conflict 
herewith."

T. I^nliam, taken from the existinsr 
territory of Duval county; prescribing 
its area and boundaries; appointing* 
commissioners to organize said county, 
and prescribing^ their duties; providin^i^ 
for n division of said county into com- 
missioners, election and justice precincts, 
and defining the boundaries of same, and 
authorizing the changing of same by the 
commissioners court under the general 
laws ; providing for the holding of coun- 
ty and precinct elections for the election 
of county and precinct officers and pro- 
viding for the location of the county 
seat of said county; providing for the 
att*»chnient of said county to judicial, 
representative, senatorial and congres- 
sional districts and supreme districts; 
providing for the assessment and collec- 
tion of taxes and for the defraying of 
expenses of organizing said new county, 
and providing for the new county to 
pay its pro rata share of the debts of 
the county from which it is taken; pro- 
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viding that Duval county shall pay one- 
half the expenses of surveying and mark- 
iiifr the boundary line between it and the 
new county; providing for the payment 
by Duval county to the new county of ail 
the funds collected from the sale of 
school land situated in the new county, 
and one-half of the available school 
funds; providing for the payment of 
teachers of the public schools of the new 
county until the close of the present 
scholastic year; providing for the pay- 
ment by Duval county to the new county 
one-half of all county funds on hand 
at the time this bill takes effect, and 
providing for the manner of paying said 
county funds to the new county; provid- 
ing for the transfer of certain suits 
from the District Court of Duval county 
to the new county; providing that the 
new county shall be subject to the gen- 
eral laws of the State, except where 
otherwise stated herein; providing for 
the jurisdiction of the county court and 
the district court; providing that all 
laws or parts of laws in conflict here- 
with shall have no application; provid- 
ing that the elimination of a portion of 
this act by the courts shall not affect 
the remaining portions, and declaring 
an emergency."

MESSAGE FRiOM THE SEXATE. 

Senate Chamber, 
Austin, Texas, May 21, 1915. 

Hon. John W. Woods, Speaker of the 

House of Renresentatives.

A Bill to be Entitled 

An Act making appropriations to pay the salaries of officers and employes of 
certain eleemosynary institutions of the State, and other expenses of main- 
taining and conducting them as follows, towit: State Orphan Home; Con- 
federate Home; Confederate W^oman's Home; Blind Institute; Deaf and Dumb 
Institute; Epileptic Colony; Deaf, Dumb and Blind Institute for Colored 
Youths; State Institution for the Training of Juveniles; Tuberculosis Sani- 
tarium at Carlsbad; State Lunatic Asylum; Southwestern Insane Asylum; 
and North Texas Hospital for the Insane; Training School for Girls; and 
State Hospital for Crippled Children, and declaring an emergency. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Texas: 

Section 1. That the following sums of money, or so much thereof as may be

The foregoing is a part of the pro- 
ceedings of the Legislature at a time 
while I was absent from the State, and 
from the newspaper comments at the 
time, it appeared that the purpose of the 
agitation was to discredit and reflect 
upon me as the Chief Executive of this 
State occupying the Governor's Mansion 
at the time the foregoing expenditures 
were made. As long as the criticism ap- 
peared to be aimed at me personally 
and for political purposes as a criticism 
against the policy of givinsr New Year 
receptions at the Governor's Mansion 
and receptions to the Legislature and 
serving salads and punch at such func- 
tions, I did not care to give any notice 
or attention to the same. But it has 
come to my notice that political enemies 
seeking to discredit me have charged 
that the items charged against me out 
of t^p fund for repairs to the Mansion 
and Grounds as per the statement above, 
the fiscal years beginning September 1, 
charged against me as "merchandise" 
out of the appropriations for fuel, lights, 
water, ice, groceries and incidentals for 
fiscal years beginning September 1, 
1913, to the expiration of my term as 
Governor in Januarv, 1915, were ex- 
pended bv me for clothing for myself 
and members of my familv. T deem it 
to be my duty to take notice of such 
charges and T take this occasion of de- 
nouneine such insinuations as libelous 
and slanderous, and I request, if you 
deem it necessary, that an auditor be em- 



ployed to look into these accounts, and 
if it should appear that any item of ex- 
pense was for my personal use, I shall 
be glad to refund the feame to the State, 
as it has always been my custom to deal 
with the State and with my fellow men 
honestly, and to take or receive nothing 
which was not justly due. 

I very much regret that the Comp- 
troller in furnishing the statement to 
the Legislature as called for by the res- 
olution did not furnish a copy of the 
vouchers showing the items of expendi- 
ture included in the amounts where the 
voucher was made out in my name. 
The terra "merchandise" used in the 
Comptroller's statement has been seized 
upon by enemies, and the charge made 
that "merchandise" meant clothing for 
myself and members of my family; 
whereas, the dry goods purchased by 
Mrs. Colquitt for use in the Mansion 
was such as has always been purchased 
by the wives of Governors in supplying 
linen and towels and bedding and cur- 
tains and things absolutely necessary for 
the upkeep of the Mansion, or any other 
home. The Comptroller has now kindly 
furnished an opportunity to copy these 
accounts and certifies to the correctness 
of the same, and I attach these state- 
ments to this letter in order that you 
as Chief Executive of the State may 
have correct information on this sub- 
ject and deal with it as your impartial 
judgment may determine. 

As long as the effort was confined to 
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a political reflection upon me personally, 
I did not care to take any notice of 
this matter. But for your information 
and for that of the public, who desire 
that truth and justice be done, I want 
to make the following statement: 

When the Thirty-third Legislature 
was convened in extra session by me to 
consider and make appropriation^' for 
the support of the State government, a 
subcommittee from the Senate Finance 
Committee called at the Governor's 
Office to discuss with me the needs of 
the Governor's Office and of the Gov- 
ernor's Mansion. This subcommittee 
was composed of Senators Lattimore, 
Cowell and Wiley, three gentlemen who 
had not at all times been in accord 
with my political views and were not 
my political supporters as far as I 
knew. In discussing the appropriations, 
however, for the Executive Department 
and the Governor's Mansion, the com- 
mittee asked me what special appropri- 
ations were desired, whereupon I in- 
formed them that we did not aak for 
any appropriations either in the Gov- 
ernor's Office' or in the Governor's Man- 
sion except such as had been the cus- 
tom of the Legislature to grant. There 
was a general discussion of expenditures 
■for public entertainments and upkeep of 
the Governor's Mansion, and the enter- 
tainment of persons of prominence com- 
ing to the bapital of the State, and 
these three distinguished members of the 
Senate voluntarily offered to recommend 
an increase of the appropriation which 
had theretofore been made in the sum 
of $500 per annum for light, fuel and 
water, to the sum of $2000, and the 
wordinf? of the appropriation was 
changed by them so as to include the 
payment of bills for groceries and for 
all other npcessary and incidental ex- 
penses at the Mansion. This committee 
called my attention to the fact that the 
House of Representatives on the recom- 
mendation of the committee from their 
Finance Committee, who had visited the 
Governor's Mansion and had observed 
the dilapidated condition of the portion 
of the Mansion which was used for 
kitchen and for servants' quarters, bath 
room and lavatory, had recommended 
the appropriation of $15,000, as I now 
remember, for tearing down this por- 
tion of the Mansion and rebuilding it 
and generally to repair and remodel the 
Mansion. They asked me if I desired 
this appropriation, and I told them that 
we were entirely indifferent about it; 
that we were not askinff for anything 
except what had been custoiiiary for the 



Legislature to appropriate. The Legis- 
lature did finally appropriate $12,000 
for the purpose of remodeling the Man- 
sion, and after due deliberations Mrs. 
Colquitt concluded that she would un- 
dertake the work of fixing up the Man- 
sion, so as to make it more comfortable 
and tidy and respectable and cleanly in 
its accommodations. Plans and specific 
cations were drawn, contract let and 
the work begun. The contract called for 
a basement, in order that steam heat 
for the building might be provided, but 
funds were not sufficient to complete 
the work and put in heating apparatus. 

The Constitution requires that the 
Governor of the State shall at the be- 
ginning of every regular session of the 
Legislature make a sworn statement of 
all moneys coming into his hands and 
expended by him; and in pursuance of 
this requirement, statement of this and 
all other expenditures, including appro- 
priations for other monies coming into 
my possession belonging to the State, 
was furnished to the Legislature at the 
beginning of the Regular Session of the 
Thirty-fourth Legislature, and a copy of 
this message containing this sworn 
statement is attached to this letter for 
.your convenient information. 

I call your further attention to the 
fact that, until the appropriation bill 
passed by the Thirty-third Legislature, 
there had been an item of $1000 annu- 
ally appropriated for furniture and re- 
pairs to the Mansion. This item was 
omitted from the appropriation for the 
Mansion for the fiscal years beginning 
September 1, 1913, and ending August 
31, 1915. Thus you will see that the 
expenditures for furniture and repairs 
to the Mansion for these two years had 
to be paid out of the other appropria- 
tion already referred to. 

At the request of the Comptroller's 
Department, and in order to eliminate 
extra labor for them and also for the 
convenience oif MV^. Colquitt in meeting 
the bills presented against the Gov- 
ernor's Mansion, accounts received ap- 
proved to be paid out of the fund for 
fuels, lights, water, ice,, groceries and 
incidentals, were held until the 10th or 
15th of the following month for which 
they were due, and an account was 
made out in my name and filed with 
the Comptroller with a statement of the 
totals of each item, and with the orig- 
inal bills attached. This money was 
then placed in the American National 
Bank to the credit of the Mansion Ac- 
count, and, by understanding with the 
bank, it was checked out on drafts 
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signed by Mrs. Colquitt; and her check 
book with canceled checks now in my 
possession shows that she gave checks 
at various times to pay Mansion ac- 
counts which had been duly authorized 
and for which warrants had been issued 
by the Comptroller, to the amount of — . 
Other expenditures out of this appropria- 
tion were paid by direct warrant to the 
persons presenting the bills. I should 
be glad to furnish this check book and 
the vouchers and every other bill or fact 
which may be in my possession to any 
person who may question the integrity 
and honesty of either myself or Mrs. 
Colquitt in handling these matters. I 
desire to say in this connection that Mrs. 
Colquitt has always looked after the pur- 
chases of supplies for my household; 
that she purchased the groceries and the 
linen and other things needed at the 
Mansion and had the bills sent to the 
Governor's Office, where they were ap- 
proved by me, filed with the Comptrol- 
ler in the manner already stated, and 
warrant issued in my favor, which war- 
rant was deposited in the bank and 
checked against by Mrs. Colquitt in the 
payment of the bills as already indi- 
oated. I have tried to state the manner 
and method of handling this matter in 
detail and yet succinctly, in order that 
you and all others may have a definite 
and clear understanding of how these 
matters were handled. 

At the time the resolution which is 
quoted above was adopted bv the House, 
the daily press cont«»ined strictures and 
criticisms of mvself and in some in- 
stances insinuations which grossly mis- 
renresented the truth. 

Those who seem to be investiaratinsr 
thpqo expenditures for purposes of crit- 
icism evidentlv did not go verv deeply 
into the matter. T find, for instance, 
that T have been severely arraigned for 
the expenditure of $3.5 for "roses'* on 
December 2. 1^14. The deduction of 
critics was that this money had been 
expended for roses" for personal use. 
Mrs. Colquitt in this connection re- 
quests me to say that at no time dur- 
ing the four years she presided at the 
Governor's Mansion did she ever wear 
roses or flowers upon the occasion of any 
public function at the Mansion which 
M-ere purchased by the money of the 
St^te ; tliat the bouquets or flowers wliich 
she personally used were kindly present- 
ed to her as a gift by the Wolf Floral 
Ponipany of Waco, Texas. The item of 
$35 for roses as criticised represents the 
purchase bv the Superintendent of Build- 
in f?s and Grounds of rose bushes to set 



out in the rose garden of the Governor's 
Mansion grounds, which Mrs. Colquitt 
and I trust will be a pleasure to the 
future occupants of the Governor's Man- 
sion, as well as the visitors to this pub- 
lic building. 

All of the items included in the bills 
presented were approved by the Comp- 
troller, and from the conversation I had 
with the committee from the .Senate, I 
clearly understood it to l>e the purpose 
to increase the appropriation so that the 
expense of public entertainments at the 
Governor's Mansion could be met out of 
this appropriation. Accordinfir to indi- 
vidual notion, it may be that some 
would object to the serving of chicken 
salad and punch at these public enter- 
tainments. It has been the custom, 
however, at the Governor's Mansion 
from the beginning, so far as I know, 
and is the custom at the Governor's 
Mansion and at the White House, and 
it is expected by the public. Up to 
September, 1913, the expense of these 
public entertainments was paid out of 
the private fimds of the Governor. I 
hflve before me a statement of account 
with the Driskill Hotel for the New 
Ye<ir's reception and a receotion to the 
Thirty-third I>egislature, which I paid 
out of my private funds, and the total 
of these two entertainments* cost me ap- 
proximately $485. These items of cost 
of public entertaiiunents were duly dis- 
cussed by me with the members of the 
Senate Finance Committee at the time 
they called to inquire of me about ap- 
propriation^ needed. 

So far 89 I am personally concerned, 
T neither recrret nor desire to express 
any apology for having served punch 
pnd salads at public pTitertainments at 
the Governor's Mansion. At these af- 
fairs and on these occasions there was 
no substantial departure from previous 
customs, so far as I know. Mrs, Col- 
quitt and I endeavored to make those 
who called enjoy the occasion, and the 
public was invited. Political friends 
and opponents were invited and treated 
alike, and in most all instances partici- 
pated in the consumption of the punch 
and salads. The punch and salad was 
not provided for the personal use of my 
family but for the public. 

In explanation of the accounts at- 
tached, T call your attention to the item 
in the account in mv favor dated Octo- 
iKT 23, 101.1, of $17.9.5, to E. M. Scar- 
broueh & Sons, for velvet and ribbons. 
WTiilp this is included in the total of 
the voucher of the warrant issued, I at- j 
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tach a sworn statement of my personal 
account with E. M'. Scarbrough & Sons, 
which shows that this $17.95 was paid 
by me personally, and not by the State. 
By carelessness, the bill after it had 
been paid by me was included in thfse 
bills in this list of accounts erroneously. 
The stubs on Mrs. Colquitt's check book 
do not show that she ever pave a chcrk 
out of this fund for the payment of this 
item, for the very ^'ood reason that it had 
been, as stated, already paid by me. 

At the time I am writing this letter, 
the passbook is being balanced, and it 
ought to show this amount on hand or 
expended by Mrs. Colquitt in the pay- 
ment of some oth'^r just bill again^%t 
the Governor's Mansion account. If 
this does not develop to be the fact, 
and it should appear that I am indebted 
to the State in this sum, or any other, 
I shall be glad to hand you my check 
to cover the same. I know that in each 
instance an itemized statement for the 
total sum of any voucher made out in 
my favor was filed with the original 
account; but your attention is called 
to the item of $298.70 in my favor 
covering groceries and incidentals for 
the Governor's Mansion for the month 
of November, 1913. We have not been 
able to find the detail accounts filed 
with the original voucher, hut we find 
on Mrs. Colquitt's check book where 
she issued checks in payment of items 
for the period covered by that state- 
ment, as follows:

T'nder the head of Repairs to Man- 
sion and Grounds is a statement of 
account in my favor under date of July 
9th for $46.90. This appears upon the 



Comptroller's books, but it seems that 
the voucher and original papers in this 
item are missing, and cannot be located. 
But I respectfully request that every 
effort be made to find these missing 
accounts, and. if any item has been im- 
properly expended, I respectfully re- 
quest that you advise me. 

Under the head of Fuel, Lights, 
Water, Ice, Groceries and Incidentals is 
an account in my favor under date of 
November 4th for $174.15; and it ap- 
pears in this instance that I have paid 
$18..'»5 more than is represented in the 
voucher in my favor. 

In going over the bills in my private 
accounts. I find in a number of in- 
stances where I have paid accounts 
pro]>erly chargeable against the Stat<>. 
If you, or anyone else, should desire 
or will demand it, I will be willing to 
pay the expense of a complete audit of 
all of these items and accounts in order 
that it may l)e determined whether any- 
thing is justly due by me to the State, 
or by the State to me. 

In discussing the matter of items in 
the deficiency claims, dated January 
20th. due M. B. King for cleaning flues, 
SJ513.75; and February 8th, due W. J. 
Forster for fruits and vegetables, it ap- 
pears that these items were contracted 
and approved by you. 

I beg to say in concluding this let- 
ter that one of the reasons for a defi- 
ciency existing in the appropriation of 
$2000 made by the Legislature for Fuel, 
Lights, Wat^r, Ice, Groceries and Inci- 
dentals at the Mansion for the fiscal 
year ending August 31, 1914, was be- 
cause of the sums paid for repairs and 
furniture and plumbing and electric 
lights and things of that sort out of 
said appropriation. The appropriation 
of $1000 annually heretofore made 
which I have already invited your at- 
tention to for the meetinsr of such ex- 
penses was omitted from the appropria- 
ation bill. Therefore, when we consider 
that $1000 annually heretofore appro- 
priated for repairs of the Mansion and 
Grounds and for furniture was omitted 
from the current appropriation bill for 
the fiscal years l>eginning September 1, 
1913. and ending Ausrust 31, 1915, the 
deficiencies granted for the two years 
exceed the omitted appropriation by the 
sum of $500. Approxim lately one-half 
of the deficiency of $1500 for the pres- 
ent fi'^cal year remained unexpended on 
the 19th of January. It became neces- 
snrv either to pay the deficiency myself 
or to apply for a deficiency allowance 
under the law. T felt some hesitancy 
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in making application for the deficiency, 
and did not do so until I had a per- 
sonal conference with the Attorney 
General ahout the matter, and he was 
frank to say that he saw no difference 
in asking for a deficiency in that item 
and any other. However, I did not dis- 
cuss with him the constitutional war- 
rant of the IjCgislature for making such 
appropriations, and that question was 
not raised in our conversation. The 
other $1500 deficiency over which the 
controversy in the Legislature arose 
was made after discussing the matter 
with you, and to avoid the necessity 
of your having to make it soon after 
you camei into the Governor's Office. A 
part of this deficiency was necessary in 
order to pay the contractor for the addi- 
tion to the Mansion the balance of $175 
due him, and was partly due also to 
the payment for a part of the plumbing 
contract at the Mansion of $495.30. 

I have a stateoit^nt sworn to showing 
the personal account of myself with E. 
M. Scarbrough & Sons and the account 
with the Governor's Mansion of the same 
firm; also personal account of myself 
with C. A. Dahlich, furniture dealer, 
likewise the account of Dahlich against 
the Governor's Mansion; also the sworn 
account against myself and against the 
Governor's Mansion of Tobin's Book 
Store; the bills in each case being item- 
ized; and these I shall be glad to sub- 
mit to you or any one else for exam- 
ination. I have requested an itemized 
statement of the groceries bought from 
W. A. Achilles, and that they have prom- 
ised to furnish me as far as they can do 
80. I will also submit the pass book, 
check book and canceled checks of the 
Gtovernor's Mansion account with the 
American National £ank to any one who 
wishes to examine them. 

For your convenient reference, I at- 
tach an itemized statement of the ac- 
count of £. M. Scarbrouf^h &, Sons against 
the Governor's Mansion for purchases by 
Mrs. Colquitt for the use of the Man- 
sion from January, 1913, up to January 
15, 1915. I also attach for examination 
and comparison a statement of my per- 
sonal account with E. M. Scarbrough & 
Sons, itemized from January, 1013, which 
of course was paid by me out of my 
personal funds. I do this in order that 
critics may have a convenient opportu- 
nity to check same against the account 
charged against the Governor's Mansion. 
The statements of account furnished me 



by E. M. Scarbrough & Sons are accom- 
panied by an affidavit to same. I also 
attacli statement of account against me 
for goods purchased from E. M. Scar- 
brough & Sons and supplied to flood suf- 
fciviH in the Brazos and other river bot- 
tons in Texa^ in December, 1913, 
amounting to $664.85, said amount being 
paid for by me out of moneys contrib- 
uted l.y tlie public for this purpose. 

I nUo attach a statement showing the 
checks given bv Mrs. Colquitt on the 
Mansion account with the American 
National Bank. The amount of the check 
and tho party to whom check was issued 
is shown below. The checks in the check 
book and the pass book of the Mansion 
account have been on file in the Gov- 
ernor's Office. I had the pass book post- 
ed up today, and find that there is a 
balance to the credit of the Mansion ac- 
count on January 19, of $55.18. I en- 
close you herewith check on the Ameri- 
can National Bank for that amount, 
which balances this account. This check 
would have been sent you before, but I 
did not know myself that there was a 
balance to the credit of this account in 
the bank until today. This amount evi- 
dently represents sums which were in- 
cluded in vouchers made out in my 
favor but which were probably paid out 
of my personal funds, through error, but 
to the State's advantage. I attach copy 
of the vouchers from the Comptroller's 
Offiee, same being marked "Exhibit A." 

I also attach the itemized statement of 
the Mansion account for dry goods with 
E. M. Scarbrough & Sons, and mark the 
same ''Exhibit B." 

The statement of checks given by Mrs. 
Colquitt in payment of bills against the 
Governor's Mansion is attached and 
marked "Exhibit C."

My Dear Governor: On February 3, 
1916, the House of Representatives passed 
the following resolution: 

"Resolved that the Comptroller of Pub 
lie Accounts be requested to furnish the 
House with an itemized statement of 
vouchers showing the expenditures for 
the Governor's Mansion for the past two 
years." 

The Committee called at this office and 
after a conference with the clerks in 
charge, in which tlie Committee was ad- 
vised that it would require several days 
time and the service of a number of ste- 
nographers to get an itemized account 
of all expenditures, decided that a state- 
ment of the warrants drawn against the 
fund for fuel, light, water, ice, groceries 
and etc., and the names of the parties 
in whose favor the warrants were drawn 
would be sufficient. 

In making up the statement it devel- 
oped that it was a practice with Gov- 
ernor Colquitt to collect in the bills from 
the various merchants, making up a 
statement of same and filing with the 
Comptroller's Department, asking for 
warrant in his name covering possibly a 
dozen merchants' accounts. 

In cases of this kind, the department 
in making statement to the Legislature 
listed such items as for instance: "O. B. 
Colquitt, merchandise, $576.02," which 
item included numerous accounts, but 
as they were all Austin merchants this 
department felt that using the word 
"merchandise" was sufficient. This oc- 
curred in several instances. 

Since that time Mr. Colquitt has made 



up, from the records liere, a statement 
of the amounts paid different parties 
which, when totaled up, corresponds with 
amount of warrant issued to him, and 
asks that I certifj' to and transmit same 
to you, which, would in turn be submit- 
ted to the Legislature. This I am glad- 
ly doing, but certifying only as to the 
correetne-s of the amounts and the par- 
ties alleged to have been paid, but not 
as to items, for in the statement pre- 
pared by Mr. Colquitt and herewith en- 
closed, he mentions only a few items on 
a bill, wiiile an examination of the bill 
«hows, in some instances, many other 
items. 

In some instances there are no item- 
ized bills on file in this depaVtment, but 
there is a statement of the amount paid 
to different parties by O. B- Colquitt. 

In transmitting the enclosed statement 
*o the Legislature I will thank you to 
also transmit this letter of explanation.

Prior to my becoming Governor the policy of the State was to carry no X 
insurance upon any of the State's property, but at mv suggestion the buildings 
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belonging to the various State Normal Schools were insured, and happily so 
for the State. During the year of 1914 the West Texas State Normal School 
building, situated ati Canyon City, Randall county, caught fire and was burned. 
We had $100,000 insurance on the furniture and building, payable to the Gov- 
ernor, and which I have collected in full, and deposited in different banks in 
Western Texas at interest. A contract has been made for rebuilding the Canyon 
Normal, the contract price being $154,000. In compliance with the require- 
ments of the Constitution, the following shows the money coming into my pos- 
session from this source^ and the amounts paid out:

HELATD^G TO CALLING OF CONSTI- 
TUTIONAL CONVENTION.

H. C. R. No. 6, Providing for the call- 
iiig of a Constitutional Convention. 

Be it resolved by the House of Repre 
sentatives, the Senate of Texas concur- 
ring: 



Section 1. That a convention to frame 
a new Constitution for the State of Tex- 
as, shall assemble at 12 o'clock, noon, 
in the city of Austin, at the capitol, on 
the first Monday in January, A. D. 1910, 
the same bing the third day of the month 
for the purpose of framing a new Con- 
stitution. 

Sec. 2. The convention herein provid- 
ed for shall be composed of delegates of 
the people, to be chosen in the manner 
hereinafter provided for. 

Sec. 3. Such delegates shall be chosen 
and elected by voters of the State of 
Texas, qualified to vote under existing 
laws for members of the Legislature. The 
qualified voters of each senatorial dis- 
trict, as designated by law at the time 
of the election hereinafter provided for, 
shall elect one delegate; and the quali- 
fied voters of each representative district 
entitled to elect a member of the Legis- 
lature, at the time such election shall 
be held^ shall elect one delegate. 

Sec. 4. An election shall be held on 
Tuesday, the second day of November, 
A. D. 1916, for the election of such 
delegates. Such election shall be gov- 
erned and controlled by the laws now in 
force at the time in regard to general 
elections; and at said election each voter, 
in voting for delegates, shall vote "For 
Convention," or "Against Convention," 
and the vote of each county for and 
against convention shall be certified to 
the Secretary of State by the county 
judge of said county; and if, upon count 
of the vote of the people of the State, 
it shall be found that a majority have 
voted for the convention, it shall be the 
duty of the Governor to issue his proc- 
lamation convening the delegates elected 
to said convention, in accordance with 
the provisions of this concurrent resolu- 
tion; provided, however, that if it be 
found that a majority of the voters at 
snid election have vote "Against Conven- 
tion," then said convention shall not be 
convened. 

Sec. 5. The Governor shall issue his 
proclamation upon the passage of this 
resolution, in due time, directing the sev- 
eral officers of this State, empowered by 
law to conduct, manage and supervise 
elections under the laws of Texas, and 
ns now provided by this resolution, to 
hold said election and make return of 
the result of same. 

Sep. 6. In the event that the Consti- 
tutional Convention hereby provided for 
shall be ordered by a vote of the people, 
the convention shall not disturb the 
homestead provi«»ions of the present Con- 
stitution, but these provisions shall re- ^T^ 
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main the same as in the present Consti- 
tution. This Section 6 shall be printed 
on the ballot used in the Constitutional 
Convention election hereby provided for. 
The words "For Section 6," and "A^inst 
Section 6/' shall be printed in two lines 
at the bottom of said Section 6, in cap- 
ital letters, not smaller than ten-point 
type. 

Sec. 7. In the event that the Consti- 
tutional Convention hereby provided for 
shall be ordered by a vote of the people, 
the convention shall not disturb the local 
option provisions of the present Consti- 
tution, nor the powers now possessed by 
the State Legislature under the present 
Constitution to pass laws re^ulatin^ the 
liquor traffic in Texas. But no State- 
wide election, involving the prohibition 
of the liquor traffic in Texas, shall be 
held in this State at a date earlier than 
the fourth Saturday in July, 1919. This 
Section 7 shall be printed on the ballot 
used in the Constitutional Convention 
election hereby provided for. The words 
**For Section 7," and *'Ap:ainst Section 
7," shall be printed in two lines, at the 
bottom of said Section 7, in capital let- 
ters, not smaller than ten-point type. 

Sec. 8. That the sum of one hundred 
thousand ($100,000) dollars, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, be and the 
same is hereby appropriated, out of any 
money in the State Treasury not other- 
wise appropriated, to pay the mileage 
and per diem of delegates to, and officers 
of, said convention, and the contingent 
expenses of said body, which may be 
drawn or paid out in the manner to 
be provided for by said convention; the 
compensation of such delegates to be the 
same as that provided in the present 
Constitution, as compensation for mem- 
bers of the Legislature.

tees therefor, and declaring an emer- 
gency." 

The bill was read third time. 

Question — Shall the bill be passed? 

Mr. Parker offered the following 
amendment to the bill: 

Amend House bill No. 22, by striking 
out all after the enacting clause and in- 
sert in lieu thereof the foUow^ing: 

Section 1. That there is hereby cre- 
ated and established in Henderson and 
Van Zandt counties. Texas, an incorpora- 
tion for free school purposes only, under 
the name and to be known as the Greens- 
borough County-line Indeoendent School 
District, which shall include within its 
limits the following described territory, 
towit: 

Beginning at a point on Battle Creek 
where Van Zandt and Henderson county 
line crosses Battle Creek; thence north 
with the west boundary line of a tract 
of land owned by M. L. Davenport to 
the northwest corner of same; thence 
north with the east boundary line of a 
tract known as the Stanberry tract to 
the Tyler and Canton road; thence in a 
southeasterly direction with said road to 
the Neches river ; thence south with river 
to county line; thence south with river 
to the northeast comer of a tract of land 
owned by E. L. Green; thence west with 
north boundary line of said tract to the 
northwest comer of same; thence west 
with the north boundary line of a tract 
of land owned by B. A. Fitzgerald, to the 
east boundary line of a tract known as 
the Johnson tract; thence north with 
east boundary line of Johnson tract to 
S. E. corner of a tract owned by a Mrs. 
Coleman; thence west with south bound- 
ary line of Coleman tract to S. W. comer 
of same; thence north with west bound- 



ary line of Coleman tract to N. W. comer 
of same; thence west with north bound- 
ary line of a tract owned by W. K. Wide- 
man, to N. W. corner of same; thence 
soutli with west boundary line of 
same to N. W. corner a tract owned 
by W. M. Rhodes; thence south with 
west boundary line of Rhodes tract to N. 
W. corner of a tract owned by a Mr. 
Honeycutt; thence south with west 
boundary line of Honeycutt tract to 
north boundary line of a tract owned by 
Jule Bird well; thence west with north 
line of said Birdwell tract to N. W. 
corner of same; thence south with west 
boundary line of said tract to S. E. cor- 
ner of a tract owned by Lizzie Williams; 
thence west with south boundary line of 
same to Battle Creek ; thence in a north- 
westerly direction with Battle Creek to 
place of beginning, containing approxi- 
mately ten (10) square miles. 

Sec. 2. That said Greensborough 
County-line Independent School District 
shall have and exercise, and is hereby 
vested with all of the rights, powers, 
privileges and duties of a town or village 
incorporated under the General Laws of 
the State for free school purposes only, 
and the board of trustees for the said 
Greensborough County-line Independent 
School District shall have and exercise, 
and is hereby vested and charged with, 
all the rights, powers, privileges and du- 
ties conferred and imposed by the Gen- 
eral Laws of this State upon the trus- 
tees of independent school districts cre- 
ated and organized for free school pur- 
poses only under the General Laws of 
this State. Among the rights, powers, 
privileges and duties herein mentioned 
shall be the rights and powers of levy- 
ing and collecting taxes, for the issuance 
of bonds and the erection of school 
houses, and for the maintenance of the 
public schools as is provided under the 
General Laws for the levving and col- 
lection of taxes for the said, purposes in 
towns and villages incorporated for free 
public schools purposes only. 

Sec. 3. The management and control 
of the public free schools within said 
district is hereby vested in a board of 
trustees, which board shall be composed 
of seven (7) persons, resident citizens, 
and qualified voters within the district, 
each of whom shall make and subscribe 
to the usual oath for the faithful and 
impartial discharge of the duties of his 
office. 

Sec. 4. The said Greensborough Coun- 
ty-line Independent School District shall 
be attached to Henderson county for 
school purposes only. The county iudgo 
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shall order a special election to be held 
in said Greensborough County-line Inde- 
pendent SchooJ District on the first Sat- 
urday in July^ 1915, at which there shall 
be elected seven trustees who shall de- 
cide among themselves in accordance with 
the General Laivs of the State which ones 
of them shall serve until the regular elec- 
tion in May, 1916, and which ones shall 
serve until the regular election in May, 
1917, and thereafter at the regular elec- 
tion in May each year four trustees and 
three trustees alternately shall be elect- 
ed for a term of two years, to succeed 
the trustees whose terms shall expire. 

Sec. 5. The deplorable condition of 
the public free schools within the terri- 
tory herein described, being without ade- 
quate school accommodations, and with- 
out necessary funds to provide the same, 
together with the crowded condition of 
the calendar, creates an cmer&rency and 
an imperative public necessity that the 
constitutional rule requiring bills to be 
read on three several days be suspend- 
ed, and that this act take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage, and 
it is so enacted. 

Amend House bill No. 22, by striking 
out all before the enacting clause and 
after the words "A bill to be cwtitled" 
and insert in lieu thereof the following: 

"An Act creating Greensborough Coun- 
ty-line Independent School District, sit- 
uated in Henderson and Van Zandt coun- 
ties; defining its nietes and bounds; 
vesting its with the rights, powers, du- 
ties and privileges of districts incor- 
porated for school purposes onlv under 
the General Laws; providing for a board 
of trustees therefor, and declaring an 
emergency." 

The amendment was adopted. 

House bill No. 22 was then passed.

HOUSE BILL NO. 69 ON SECOND 
READING. 

On motion of Mr. Eylar, by unanimous 
consent, the regular order of business 
was suspended, to take up and have 
passed on its second reading and passage 
to engrossment, 

H. B. No. 69, A bill to be entitled 
''An Act authorizing the appointment of 
a commission to investigate and report 
upon the inequalities existing in the tax 
renditions of the various counties in this 
State; to investigate and report upon 
the advisability of segregating the sub 
jects of taxation to the end that State 
taxes may be collected from certain 
classes of property; and county taxes 
from other property; to investigate and 
report upon means of reducing the cost 
of collecting the public revenue; to pay 
the actual expenses of the* members of 
such commission in attending the meet- 
ings; to defray the cost of printing; such 
report, and declaring an emergency." 

The Speaker laid the bill before the 
House, and it was read second time. 

Question — Shall the bill be passed to 
engrossment? 

Mr. Woods of Navarro offered the fol- 
lowing amendment to the bill: 

Amend House bill No. 69, by striking 
out Sections 1, 2 and 3 and inserting 
the following: 

Section 1. That the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives is hereby em- 
powered and directed to appoint two 
members of the House, and that the 
Lieutenant Governor of the State is tin- 
powered and directed to appoint one 
member of the Senate, and that said 
three persons so aonointed shall compose 
a Tax Commission or Tax Committee, 
whose duty it shall be to make a close 
and thorough investigation of the lax 
laws of this and other States, so far as 
may be available, for the purpose of d*^- 



vising and reporting to the Legislature 
a more just, equitable and practicable 
system of taxation for the State of 
Texas. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of said 
Commission or Committee to especially 
consider and report upon the following 
problems of taxation, and to prepare 
measures in regard thereto to be submit- 
ted to the Lefirislature : 

First. Ways and means to secure the 
rendition and assessment of all property 
liable to taxation, and as well the levy 
of inheritance, income and franchise 
taxes. 

Second. Such measures as will secure 
uniformity in the valuation and assess- 
ment of all taxable property in the 
State; 'simplify methods of assessment 
and collection, reduce the expenses inci- 
dent thereto; provide a simple and con- 
cise system of records and books relating 
thereto, and result in adoption of a more 
just and eouitable system of taxation. 

Third. It shall report on the advis- 
ability of different classification of the 
subjects or objects of taxation. 

Fourth. It shall report upon the ad- 
visability of separating the objects to 
be taxed for the support of the State 
government from those to be taxed for 
the support of the county and other 
local purposes. 

Sec. 3. Within sixty days after ad- 
journment said committee shall meet in 
the city of Austin for the purpose of 
organizing, and shall elect one of its 
members chairman and shall appoint 
such clerks and stenographers as shall 
be necessary for the dispatch of its 
business. No clerk or stenographer 
shall receive more than one hundred 
($100) dollars per month for time of 
actual employment, and necessary trav- 
eling expenses, to be allowed by the com- 
mittee, such clerk or stenographer to be 
employed only for time actually needed. 
Said committee shall provide itself with 
suitable supplies for the transaction of 
its business. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the 
State Ti usurer, State Tax Coram i s- 
fioner, Cort^otroller of Public Accounts, 
Secretary o} State and State Revenue 
Agent to renoT such assistance as may 
be required by said committee, and to 
attend its meetin^rs in the city of Aus- 
tin, when so requested, without addi- 
tional compensatioL, when not incon- 
sistent with the oti'er duties of their 
offices, and that the Governor of the 
State may, at his discretion, attend the 
meetings of said committee when held 

in the citv of Austin, and assist 
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operate in such manner as he may deem 
proper. 

Sec. 5. Said committee, or any mem- 
ber thereof, shall have the right to ex- 
amine the records of any State depart- 
ment or of any county or city, to assist 
in the performance of the duties re- 
quired hereby, and it shall be the duty 
of any State or county or city officer 
to furnish said committee or any mem- 
ber thereof any desired information in 
the files and records of his office, when 
requested to do so by the order of said 
committee or the chairman thereof. 

Sec. 6. As full compensation for his 
services, each member of said committee 
shall be paid the sum of five dollars 
per day and actual and necessary travel- 
ing expenses while engaged in the per- 
formance of his duties; provided, that 
no member of said committee shall be 
allowed traveling expenses except upon 
the express order of said committee and 
upon the filing of a sworn statement 
thereof. 

Sec. 7. On or before the first day of 
. July, 1918, said committee shall pre- 
pare and file with the Governor a writ- 
ten, report of its conclusions and the 
reasons therefor, together with a copy 
or copies of any proposed constitutional 
amendment or bills formulated and rec- 
ommended by it; and it shall be the 
duty of the chairman of said committee 
to have printed 10,000 copies of such re- 
port, conclusions and recommendations, 
amendments and bills, in pamplet form, 
and apportion and distribute the same to 
the county judges and tax officers of 
the counties, cities and State, and citi- 
zens of the State, reserving a sufficient 
number of copies for the State depart- 
ments, the Legislature and public libra- 
ries. It shall be the duty of the Gov- 
ernor to transmit and present to the 
Legislature at its next regular session, 
or at any session called for that pur- 
pose, the report, recommendations, pro- 
posed constitutional amendments, and 
bills submitted by the committee for its 
consideration. 

Sec. 8. The sum of ten. thousand 
($10,000) dollars, or so m ich thereof 
as may be necessarj', is herjby appropri- 
ated out of any money ijr. the treasury, 
not otherwise appropr'.ited, to carry 
into effect the purposes of this act. The 
per diem and traveling exj^eiises of 
members, the salaMes and necessary 
traveling expenses of clerks and em- 
ployes and the contingent expenses of 
said committee shall Im? paid out of this 
appropriation, o.i sworn statements, ap- 
I*roved by the- '.'liairman of the commit- 



tee, and upon warrants issued by the 
Comptroller. 

Mr. Lewelling offered the following 
amendment to the amendment: 

Amend amendment by striking out 
"two*' and inserting "five commission- 
ers, three to be appointed by the 
Speaker of the House and two by the 
Lieutenant Governor." 

Mr. Woods of Navarro accepted the 
amendment to the amendment.

And said property shall be 
transferred by the Commissioners of the 
General Land Office of the State of 
Texas. Before any deed made hereunder 
the said J. J. Kane, his heirs or assigns 
shall enter into a good and sufficient 
bond payable to the State of Texas, in 
a sum to be fixed by the Attorney Gen- 
eral in not less than $150,000, and in 
form to be approved by the Attorney Gen- 
eral conditioned among other things, 
that the said J. J. Kane, his heirs or 
assigns, shall in good faith within six 
months from the date of the execution 
of said bond, begin the erection of a 
dry dock on the property atithorized 
hereby by deed, and conditioned further, 
that the said work shall be, with all 
due and reasonable speed carried to com- 
pletion, and that an expenditure of not 
less than $150,000 shall thereby be made 



in not more than two years from the 
date of said bond. Said bond shall pro- 
vide that in the event of a violation of 
any of the conditions specified therein, 
the obligators shall become liable to the 
State of Texas in the amount of said 
bond."

RELATING TO BORDER PATROL 
SYSTEM. 

Mr. McFarland offered the following 
resolution : 

Whereas, For years, and particularly 
since the factional war in Mexico, strag- 
gling bands of Mexicans have been cross- 
ing the Rio Grande river into Texas for 
the purposes of plundering the citizens 
of this State; and 

Whereas, In their raids to thieve, the

Whereas, In the communication from 
Hon. O. B. Colquitt, ex-Governor of 
Texas, to Hon. James £. Ferguson, dated 
May 20, 1015, and found on page 268 
of the House Journal, the Hon. O. B. 
Colquitt requested that the Legislature 
look into the accounts and expenses re- 
lating to the mansion and grounds and 
supplies for the family of the Governor 
for the two years ending January 31, 
1915; and 

Whereas, It is due the Hon. O. B. 
Colquitt, ex-Governor of Texas, that the 
Legislature make an examination into 
the items composing said account as 
shown by the Comptroller's records on 
file in the Comptroller's office, in order 
that the exact facts may be shown in 
the Journal and that justice may be 
done to Hon. O. B. Colquitt, ex-Gov- 
ernor of Texas; therefore, be it 

Resolved by the House of Represent- 
atives of the State of Texas, That the 
Speaker of the House appoint a com- 
mittee of three to visit the Comptroller's 
office and to check the items in the 
Comptroller's Department showing the 
expenses on the mansion and grounds 
and expenses for the family of ex-Gk)v- 
ernor Colquitt, and that said committee 
be required to report before the close 
of this session of the Legislature, show- 
ing whether or not any items are im- 
properly charged in said accounts and 
stating the nature of the items, and that 
the report of said committee be printed 
in the Journal of the House. And it 
is further provided that this committee 
shall be clothed with such authority to 
summons witnesses and examine same as 
provided by law of this State.

RELATING TO FARM TENANTRY. 

Mr. Dove offered the following resolu- 
tion: 

Whereas, In the gubernatorial cam- 
paign of 1914^ special emphasis was 
placed on industrial conditions in Texas; 
and the determining factor in said cam- 
paign was Grov. Ferguson's proposal to 
regulate farm tenantry; and 

Whereas, The increase of farm ten- 
antry from 37 per cent in 1887 to 42 
per cent in 1890 to 49 per cent in 1900 
and to 53 per cent in 1907 shows that 
in addition to regulation we need a rem- 
edy for farm tenantry; and 

Whereas, The Federal Industrial Com- 
mission visited this State in March of 
this year to investigate industrial con- 
ditions in Texas, and while here advised 
that Texas create an Industrial Commis- 
sion to make an extensive study of in- 
dustrial conditions among both farmers 
and wage earners, and recommend such 
measures of relief as said Commission 
deems wise; and. 

Whereas, Every interest in this great 
State demands that the industrial con- 
ditions be so improved that the farm 
tenants may become home owners and 
that rural life be made more attractive 
to the end that people will move from 
the towns to the country rather than 
from the countr^ to the towns; there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, L That the Speaker of this 
House appoint a Commission consisting 
of three members of this House. Said 
Commission shall investigate all ques- 
tions relating to rural life, including 
farm tenantry and the obstacles in the 
way of farm ownership, and the low 
price of farm products, and the high 
cost of living, and the unsatisfactory 
conditions among wage earners. 

2. This Commission shall be known 
as the Texas Industrial Commission and 
is created for the purpose of studying 
industrial conditions among our farmers 
and wage earners and is hereby given 
full authority to summons witnesses 
to testify as to these conditions and 
are hereby instructed to compile such 
testimony for the purpose of transmit- 
ting to this Legislature at its next meet- 



ing, whether it be in special or regular 
session. With this testimony the Com- 
mission shall also file a detailed report 
of all unfavorable conditions which they 
may find with such recommendations for 
changes in our Constitution and laws 
as are necessary to relieve these condi- 
tions and make it possible for the farm 
tenant to become a home owner and 
the wage earner a prosperous citizen. 

3. The members of said Industrial 
Commission shall be paid the same com- 
pensation thev are paid during the ses- 
sion of the Legislature and necessary 
expenses, and shall be furnished two 
stenographers while their services are 
needed at salaries of not more than one 
hundred dollars ($100) per month and 
necessary expenses. All of said compen- 
sation and expenses shall be paid out of 
the contingent expense fund of the House 
and the chairman of the contingent ex- 
pense fund and the Speaker of the House 
are hereby authorized to issue such 
vouchers and warrants in payment of 
said expenses as may be certified to them 
by the chairman of said committee. 

In addition to the powers conferred by 
the laws of the State upon an investi- 
uating committee of the Legislature of 
Texas, anyone refusing upon being sum- 
moned or anyone evading any process 
issued by said committee or anyone who 
shall reifuse to appear before saict com- 
mittee in person, or who shall fail or 
refuse to produce any books, papers or 
other things called for and demanded 
by said committee shall be held in con- 
tempt of this House and shall be brought 
before the bar of the House of Repre- 
sentatives of Texas for such contempt 
and shall be dealt with as said House 
may deem proper and necessary. 

Such committee will elect its own 
chairman 'and such other ofl&cers as will 
be proper and establish and make such 
rules for governing its own procedure 
and forms of process as may be permit- 
ted by law.

RELATING TO CONSIDERATION OF 
SENATE BILL NO. 13. 

The Speaker stated that if there was 
no objection he would lay before the 
House, on its third reading and final 
passage, 

S. B. No. 13, A bill to be entitled 
"An Act establishing three State Nor- 
mal Colleges; describing the territory 
within which each such normal shall 
be located; providing for the location 
of the same; providing the time in 
which said normal shall be located and 
constructed, and naming a locating 
committee, and providing for the con- 
trol of the same; making appropriation 
to pay the expenses of the locating com- 
mittee; repealing all laws in conflict 
herewith, and declaring an emergency." 

The Speaker announced that there was 
objection to the consideration of the bill 
at this time. 

Mr. Tillotaon raised the following 
point of order: 

"I raise the point of order against the 
enforcement of Section 6, of Rule 18, 
which provides that 'The Speaker shall 
not be authorized, nor shall he recognize 
anyone to take up a bill out of its reg- 
ular order within forty-eight hours next 
preceding final adjournment, nor shall 
he lay any bill before the House for a 
vote upon any passage during said time, 
and no vote shall be taken upon any bill 
except to correct an error therein or to 
adopt a conference report'; and the fur- 
ther point of order against the enforce- 
ment of the last sentence of Section 11 
of the joint rules of the two houses, 
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which reads as follows: 'And no xotn 
shall be taken upon the passage of any 
bill within the last twenty-four hours 
of the session unless it be to correct an 
error therein*; for the reason that the 
enforcement of the two said rules would 
be subversive of the direct mandate of 
the Constitution, imposing an obligation 
upon the Legislature to continue the ex- 
ercise of its power and duty to legis- 
late as long as in session with a quorum 
present in both houses. 

**During the Regular Session of the 
Thirty-first Legislature, in ruling upon 
a question arising under the rule of the 
Senate ( Senate Journal, page 125 ) , Lieu- 
tenant Governor A. B. Davidson held, 
'That the rule providing for no legisla- 
tion except certain things during the last 
twenty-four hours of the session would 
be suspended,' asserting that the said 
rule was in conflict with the Constitu- 
tion. This rule is considered in a com- 
prehensive opinion by Attorney General 
R, V. Davidson (1106-08) to be found 
in the report of the Attorney General, 
in which he discusses the limitation im- 
posed upon the rights of the Legislature 
to establish rules which would divest the 
law-making body of the State of the 
power to enact legislation in accordance 
with the mandatory obligation imposed 
by the Constitution. The Attorney Gen- 
eral, among other things, says: 'It is 
my opinion that so much of Senate rule 
No. 4, which provides, "And the question 
pending shall be without motion laid on 
the table until the absentees appear or 
the call be suspended" (by excusing the 
absentees) is in conflict with Section 10, 
Article 3, of the Constitution, and there- 
fore, void; because it prohibits a quorum 
of the Senate from exercising the fun- 
damental right expressly granted by the 
Constitution.' The enforcement of this 
rule is in direct conflict with the express 
and plain mandate of the Constitution 
and should not be enforced, as such en- 
forcement would have the effect of pre- 
venting action by the House upon legis- 
lation passed by the Senate, transmitted 
to the House and now resting on the 
Speaker's table for the action of the 
House, and would set up a rule of the 
House as superior to the requirement of 
the Constitution." 

Mr. Tillotson raised the following 
point of order: 

"That, while the permanent rules 
adopted by the House of the Thirty- 
fourth Legislature provided, in Section 
5 of Rule 18, that 'The Speaker shall 
not recognize any one to take up a bill 
out of its regular order within forty- I 



eight hours next preceding final adjourn* 
ment, and no vote shall be taken upon 
any bill except to correct an error there- 
in or adopt a conference report'; that 
House Concurrent Resolution No. 4, 
passed February 4, 1915, establishes the 
joint rules of the Thirty-fourth Legisla- 
ture to be that, 'No vote shall be taken 
within twenty-four hours next preced- 
ing final adjournment of the Legislature 
upon the passage of any bill, except it 
be to correct an error therein.' 

"There is here raised a direct conflict 
between the House rules adopted for the 
control of the Thirty-fourth Legislature 
and the joint rules of the House and 
Senate adopted for the control of the 
same session. The purpose of joint rules 
is to provide for the perfection of leg- 
islation originated in either house, 
passed and transmitted to the other 
body. It would seem clear that the joint 
rules which provide that, 'No vote shall 
be taken within twenty-four hours next 
preceding final adjournment' is para- 
mount to the rule adopted by the House 
for its own guidance, that the Speaker 
should not recognize any one to taka 
up a bill out of its regular order within 
forty-eight hours next preceding final 
adjournment.' 

"The joint rules adopted by concur- 
rent action are for the purpose of facil- 
itating action upon legislation which 
the Constitution requires should have 
the affirmative action of both houses. 
To permit one house to adopt rules 
which would prevent the performance of 
the duty imposed by the Constitution 
upon the other would be a direct viola- 
tion of the mandate of the Constitution 
which imposes equal obligation upon 
both branches of the Legislature. 

"I submit the point of order that the 
Chair should hold that the rule which 
would prevent any bill being taken up 
during the first twenty-four hours of the 
last forty-eight hours next preceding 
final adjournment is in conflict with the 
joint rules of the two branches of the 
Legislature, is contrary to the obliga- 
tions imposed upon both branches of the 
Legislature to continue to legislate as 
lone: as in session with a quorum in 
prtfi, bonsp and should not be held oper- 
ative and that the House may proceed 
to tbo ponsideration of bills appearing 
on tlio calendar in their regular order 
during the twenty- four hours next pre- 
ceding the last twenty-four hours before 
final adjournment." 

The Speaker overruled the point of 
order.

shall be delivered to the Journal Clerk 
of the House within sixty days after 
the last copy shall have been furnished 
to the printing contractor. And it is 
further provided that the contractor 
shall furnish daily to the Journal Clerk 
of the House^ for purpose of correction 
and indexing, three proofs of forty-eight 
pages of the House Journal, as such 
pages will appear when finally printed, 
such proofs to be furnished within one 
day after the copy for such batch of 
forty-eight pages shall have been fur- 
nished by the Journal Clerk to the con- 
tractor; and it is further provided that 
it shall be the duty of the Journal Clerk 
of the House of Representatives not to 
receive or receipt for said House Jour- 
nal until correctly published, as required 
herein, by pre-existing law. 

When said Journals have been pub- 
lished and the account approved by the 
State Printing Board, the same shall be 
paid out of the contingent expense fund 
of the First Called Session of the Thir- 
ty-fourth Legislature that is available; 
provided, that the Chairman of the Com- 



mittee on Contingent Expenses shalf not 
issue voucher for said amount until the 
Journal Clerk has certified to him that 
the Journals have been published and 
delivered in accordance with the provi- 
sions of this resolution. 

The Journal Clerk and his assistant 
shall be retained sixty days after sine

H. B. No. 60, "An Act creating and 
incorporating the Reagan Independent 
School District in Falls county, Texas, 
including the town of Reagan; defining 
its boundaries; providing for a board of 
trustees, and assuming all contracts, 
debts, including bonded indebtedness of 
Reagan Independent School District; in- 
west ing said district with all the rights, 
privileges and duties of an independent 
school district created under the general 
laws of the State of Texas for free school 
purposes only, and declaring an emer- 
gency." 

S. B. No. 23, "An Act to amend Chap- 
ter 26 of the Acts of the First Called 
Session of the Thirty-third Legislature, 
authorizing the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office to sell and condi- 
tionally relinquisli to J. J. Kane, his 
heirs and assigns, for the purpose of 
constructing a dry dock or marine rail- 
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ways all right, title and claim in the 
State of Texas to certain flats of lands 
under water on the shores of Galveston 
bay, so as to provide for the sale and 
conveyance of said property in consider- 
ation of the erection of a dry dock or 
marine railway at a cost of not less 
than $160,000 and the payment to the 
State of Texas of the price agreed upon." 
S. B. No. 10, "An Act directing the 
sale of the land and other property of 
the Blind Asylum, located in Austin, 
and that the proceeds of such sale shall

all such cases, the injured party shall 
have remedies, both in law and equity, 
including damages occasioned thereby, 
and declaring an emergency." 

H. B. No. 46, "An Act creating an in- 
dependent school district in the counties 
of Cottle, Dfckens, King and Motley, 
State of Texas, to be known as the Du- 
mont Independent School District No. 1 ;

Common School District No. 2 of Rains 
county shall be validated and made 
valid obligation against the Point In- 
dependent School District of Rains 
county; providing for a board of trus- 
tees therefor, and declaring an emer- 
gency." 

S. B. No. 36, "An Act to amend 
Chapter 6. Title 13, of the Penal Code 
of Texas, as amended by Chapter 123 
of the Acts of the Regular Session of 
the Thirty-fourth Legislature." 

H. B. No. 64, *'An Act to create the 
Independent School District of Buena 
Vista, in Pecos county, Texas, and de- 
claring an emergency." 

H. B. No. 73, "An Act to limit the 
number of days per week paid firemen 
in cities of twenty-five thousand inhab- 
itants or over may be required to work;

done in Kentucky and other humane 
^^'tites: in other words, instead of let- 
ting illiteracy die out, why not stamp 
it out and let the old illiterates learn 
to read and write and die happy.

REPORT OF FREE CONFERENCE 

COMMITTEE ON HOUSE BILL 

NO. 5. 

Mr. Dixon of Harris called up from 
the Speaker's table, for consideration at 
this time, the report of the Free Con- 
ference Committee on House bill No. 6. 

The Speaker laid the report before 
the House, and it was read as follows: 

Committee Room, 
Austin, Texas, May 28, 1915. 

To Hon. W. P. Hobby, President of the 
Senate, and Hon. John W. Woods, 
Speaker of the House of Represent- 
atives. 

Sirs: We, your Free Conference Com- 
mittee, appointed by your respective 
bodies to consider the amendments of the 
Senate to House bill No. 6, have hsfi 
the same under consideration, and b^ 
to report that we have reached an agree- 
ment, and we agree that the Senate shall 
recede from its amendments to the 
House bill, and we agree to House bill 
No. 5, with the following additional 
amendments to said House bill: 

First. There should be added to the 
appropriation for the Board of Pardon 
Advisors the sum of $100 each year for 
traveling expenses of the board, exclu- 
sively for penitentiary investigations. 
Second. The item "traveling and other 



expenses" shall be changed so as to read 
"traveling on official business only," in 
the appropriation for the State Revenue 
Agent. The item of $1500 each year for 
salary of chief clerk and stenographer 
shall be reduced to $1200 each year. 
The item "one traveling deputy, $1500 
(each year)" shall be changed to "one 
traveling deputy, $1800 (each year)." 

Third. The following changes shall be 
made in the appropriation for public 
buildings and grounds : ( 1 ) Salary of 
clerk shall be reduced from $1500, each 
year, to $1200, each year; (2) the item 
for seating and equipping pavilion for 
the second year shall be stricken out; 
(3) the item as to stocking lakes with 
fish, $250, each year, shall be stricken 
out. 

Fourth. In the appropriation for the 
Department of Insurance and Banking 
the item of salary of deputy insurance 
commissioner and chief clerk shall be 
changed from $2000, each year, to $2500, 
each year. The item of deputy bank 
commissioner shall be changed from 
$2000, each year, to $2500, each year. 

Fifth. In the appropriation for the 
State Fire Insurance Commission the 
following provision is stricken out: 
"Provided the State Fire Insurance Com- 
mission in the administration of the de- 
partment shall have authority to make 
such changes and substitutions within 
the total amount appropriated, towit, 
$100,000, each year, as to them may 
seem best, and to this purpose said Com- 
mission may change any of the employes 
above mentioned and make any other 
changes or substitutions as they may 
deem necessary. 

Sixth. In the appropriation for the 
Workman's Compensation Act, the item 
"postage" shall be changed to read 
"postage and box rent." 

Seventh. In the appropriation for the 
Texas Library and Historical Commis- 
sion the item "salary of assistant ar- 
chivist, $1000 (each year)" and the item 
"salary of assistant cataloguer, $1000 
(each year)" is stricken out; and the 
item "conducting legislative reference 
work, $2500 (each year)" is reduced to 
$500 each year; and the item "floor 
coverings, $500," is stricken out. 

Eighth. In the appropriation for 
State Purchasing Agent the salary of 
chief clerk, $1600, each year, is changed 
so as to read $1700, each year. 

Ninth. There shall be added to the 
appropriation for the Department of 
Public Printing the sum of $4500, each 
year, for printing Supreme Court Re- 
ports, Court of Civil Appeals Reports, 
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and Court of Criminal Appeals Reports 
of Texas. 

Tenth. In the appropriation for the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics the item 
"traveling expenses for the department, 
$6000, each year, is changed to $7600, 
each year. 

Eleventh. In the appropriation for 
State Board of Health there is added, 
"quarantine officer at Aransas Pass, 
$1800 (each year)." Under the item 
of salary of quarantine officer at £1 
Paso, the salary is changed from $900, 
each year, to $1800, each year, for twelve 
months; and the salary of the quaran- 
tine officer at Eagle Pass is changed 
from $900, each year, to $1800, each 
year, for twelve months; and the salary 
of quarantine officer at Laredo is 
changed from $900, each year, to $1800, 
each year, for twelve months; and the 
item "traveling expenses of sanitary in- 
spector" is reduced from $1200, each 
year, to $1000, each year. There is also 
added two guards at Brownsville, $60 
per month each, $600, first year. The 
item of $4000, each year, for establvah- 
ing a course in hygiene sanitation and 
improvement of public health in the 
public schools is stricken out. 

Twelfth. In the appropriation for the 
Game. Fish and Oyster Commission the 
item $3600 for purchasing and repairing 
boats, to be expended in two years, is 
reduced from $3600 to $3000; and the 
item of salary for superintendent of fish 
hatchery at Dallas Texas, is reduced 
from $1500, each year, to $1200, each 
year. 

Thirteenth. In the appropriation for 
Live Stock Sanitary Commission the 
item of $1200, each year, for salary of 
Assistant State Veterinarian is changed 
to $1600, each year. 

Fourteenth. In the appropriation for 
the Attorney Generars Department, the 
salary of chief clerk and bookkeeper, 
$1800, each year, is changed to $2000, 
each year; there is added, also, assist- 
ant clerk and special agent, $1800, each 
year; also salary of official court re- 
porter, $1800, each year, is added. Also 
the item of $15,000, each j-ear, for en- 
forcement of anti-trust land, corporation 
and other laws, is changed to $20,000. 

Fifteenth. In the appropriation for 
tlie Department of Education there is 
added, fourth assistant superintendent, 
.'^alarj' $1800, each year; fifth assistant 
.superintendent, .^1800, each year; salary 
of certificate clerk is changed from 
$1350, each year, to $1500, each vear; 
salary of statistical clerk is changed 
from $1350 to $1500, each year; salary 
of auditing and apportioning clerk is 



changed from $1360, each year, to $1600, 
each year; salary of mailing clerk is 
changed from $1000 to $1200, each year ; 
the item of traveling expenses of State 
Superintendent or his representatives 
when on official business is changed from 
$1600, each year, to $1800, each year. 

Sixteenth. In the appropriation for 
the Comptroller's Department the salary 
of chief tax clerk is changed from 
$1600, each year, to $1800, each year. 
The salary of three assistant redemption 
clerks, $3600, each year, is changed to 
five assistant redemption clerks, $6000, 
each year. There is also added three 
special examiners whose duty it shall be 
to thoroughly examihe and check all the 
financial affairs and transactions of all 
State departments, institutions and 
schools, and to thoroughly examine and 
check all transactions of all the district, 
county and precinct officers handling the 
funds in which the State is interested, 
$6000, each year; also traveling ex- 
penses of said three examiners engaged 
in official business, $3600, each year. 

Seventeenth. In the appropriation 
for the Department of Agriculture, sal- 
ary of chief clerk is changed from $1600, 
each year, to $1800, each year. 

Eighteenth. In the appropriation for 
the Board of Water Engineers there 
shall be added after the item of travel- 
ing expenses of members of the board 
and employes, the words "including 
traveling expenses of hydrographers." 
There should also be added to said ap- 
propriation, the following: "Provided, 
that any additional field or office assist- 
ant or expenses which may be necessary 
because of the provisions of the act cre- 
ating the Board of Water Engineers, 
not covered by the provisions herein 
specified, may be allowed by the Gov- 
ernor upon proper application, sworn to 
by the chairman of the Board of Water 
Engineers, such additional expenses to 
be paid out of the fees to be collected 
by the Board of Water Engineers under 
the provisions of said act." 

Nineteenth. The Enrolling Clerk is 
directed to make changes in the amend- 
ed bill to conform to this report, includ- 
ing changes in totals.

RELATING TO PROVISIONS FOR 
ACCOMMODATING THE INSANE. 

Mr. Boner submitted the following re- 
port of the committee to investigate the 
provisions made by the State for the 
accommodation of the insane: 

Austin, Texas, May 24, 1915. 

Hon. John W. Woods, Speaker of the 

House of Representatives. 

Sir: Your committee to ascertain as 
to the provisions made to take the in- 
sane out of the jails and care for them, 
beg to make the following report; 

Your committee finds: 

1. That there are about four hundred 
insane negroes in the jails, on poor 
farms and with relatives scattered over 
the State. 

2. That there are about six hundred 
white insane people in the jails, on poor 
farms and with relatives. 

3. That the asylum at Austin is 
crowded with white people to its full 

.capacity, as is also the one at Terrell. 

4. That provision was made by the 
last Legislature for additional wings to 
the asylum at San Antonio to accom- 
modate about six hundred more cases, 
which wings will be ready for use about 
July 1 next. This will take care of the 
white cases for perhaps the next two 
years; but at that time we will be con- 
fronted with the recurrence of the pres- 
ent crowded conditions if additional 
room is not provided. 

'S. Dr. White, superintendent of the 



Southwestern Insane Asylum at San An- 
tonio, says in his report for the year 
ending August 31, 1914: 

"In March, 1912, I addressed a letter 
to each county judge, asking for infor- 
mation as to the number of insane in 
jail, the number on county farms and 
the number with relatives, and I ascer- 
tained that at that time there were 
131 in jails, 74 on poor farms, 160 
with relatives, making a total of 365 
cases outside of the three asylums of 
the State. 

"I have recently made the same can- 
vass and find that there are now 206 la 
jails, 98 on poor farms, and 299 with 
relatives, making a total of 603; show- 
ing an increase of 238 cases outside of 
the asylums within the past two years. 

"There has been during two years an 
increase of 75 cases confined in jails, 24 
on county farms, and 139 with relatives. 
For the two years ending August 31, 
1914, there have been admitted into the 
asylums of Texas 1734 cases. By add- 
ing this number to the 238 increase, as 
reported in August, 1914, it can fairly 
be estimated that there has been 1972 
new cases of insanity reported in this 
State during the two years. If the next 
two years shows the same number of 
new cases it can readily be seen that the 
additions now under construction at the 
asylums will provide for every case in 
the State at tne present time and take 
care of the increase." 

6. There is no asylum exclusively for 
the insane negroes. In addition to the 
four hundred scattered over the State, 
there are five hundred and forty-seven 
in a special building with a capacity of 
six hundred at the asylum at Austin. 
There are about two hundred and fifty 
negroes in the Terrell asylum, making 
about twelve hundred in the State. If 
the State would build an asylum exclu- 
sively for the insane negroes — and your 
committee believes this should be done — 
the quarters used by them now could be 
arranged for white cases. The negro 
hospital in the Austin asylum, built 
under the direction of that very efficient 
and painstaking superintendent, Dr. 
Preston, is built of the very best ma- 
terial and absolutely fireproof, being one 
of our best buildings for the insane. 

Your committee, therefore, urges the 
segregation oi the negroes in quarters 
wholly for them in some suitable place. 
This, with the present provision, would 
relieve the situation for many years to 
come.
